BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


In January 2000, after several years of pursuit, the Town finally received $400,000 of state 
money to refinish Middleton Road. Thanks go out to a group of dedicated town residents 
and state officials including Senators Bob Buell and Bruce Tarr, Representative Brad Hill, 
prior Selectmen and Dave Durkee. 


The next major event of the year was the Special Town Meeting that was called in March. 
The voters had rejected the new police station and communication system at the polls in the 
Fall of 1999 and the communications system had become a public safety issue that could not 
wait. So, the Board of Selectmen called a Special Town Meeting to ask for the funding to 
proceed separately with the new communications system. The voters overwhelmingly 
approved the measure. The system was subsequently installed and is doing the job nicely for 
the town. 


At the Annual Town Meeting we agreed to the following: 


1. Stay in the Tri-Town Elementary School System 

2. Fund the redesign of the police station to a smaller size and 

3. form a Finance. Department as recommended by the Government Study 
Committee. 


After the election in May we opened the first Board of Selectmen’s meeting with five 
members. This change had also been recommended by the Government Study Committee. 
The two new members, Bob Clewell and Chuck Costello, brought new talent and diversity to 
the Board. 


The Board of Selectmen established a liaison system of interface with other committees and 
boards in order to facilitate communications and working relationships. 


The Board of Selectmen agreed to focus on strategic and long-range issues and to strengthen 
our administrative staff so that it can manage the administrative business of the town. 


The Board established a short list of strategic objectives for the year. One objective that has 
received considerable attention, and one which has resulted in the filing of new legislation, is 
aimed at providing additional tax relief for our seniors. 


We were informed during the summer by State authorities that our Mill Road bridge was in 
need of repair. We were also informed that the State would come to our rescue with a grand 
design that we all agreed upon inspection was not in keeping with the town’s character. 
After much haggling with the state, and with the help of Senator Bruce Tarr and 
Representative Brad Hill, the state modified the design to something more in keeping with 
our desires. In the meantime we were forced to do temporary repairs while awaiting state 
implementation of the new design. 


At our Fall Special Town meeting we agreed to fund the construction of the new police 
station and responded favorably to an initiative petition to begin the design of a new town 
hall. 


The Teamsters came to town as the new representative of the members of our police officer’s 
union. We had worked for three prior years to settle a contract with the police union and 
finally settled after several more months of negotiations with their new representative. 


Maritimes and North East filed an application to lay a high-pressure natural gas pipeline 
across the West end of town. The Board of Selectmen formed a committee to develop a 
defense and the Town agreed to fund the work of a consulting firm. Our objective is to 
reroute the pipeline to a path outside of Boxford.

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PERSONNEL BOARD 


In 2000, the Personnel Board researched and conducted an extensive survey comparison of twenty- 
one positions which included Town Accountant, Fire Chief, Executive Secretary, Treasurer, Finance 
Director, Animal Control Officer, Communication Director, Secretary I and II, Custodian, Account 
Clerk, Children’s Liberian, Asst. Liberian Director, Admin. Asst., Asst. Treasurer, Asst. Health 
Agent, Police/Fire Dispatcher, Conservation Administrator, Asst. Conservation Admin. and Town 
Clerk. The salaries for these positions were compared with similar communities across the 
Commonwealth. These towns included communities such as Topsfield, Lincoln, Weston, and 
Georgetown as well as several other that have population figures similar to Boxford. The board 
compared the salary requests for these positions with salaries of town employees from the above 
towns to determine an appropriate recommendation to the Selectman. 


During the final months of 2000 the board began a new study of several positions which the 
Selectman requested the board to review for FY’01 the study comparison will be completed by 
March 1, 2001 with recommendation to the Selectman to follow. The board also reviewed the 
language on holiday time, sick time accrual and usage as well as benefits for part-time 
employees. The Board also reviewed several other benefits packages, which were compared with 
both public and private employee compensation packages. The board did find the benefits 
offered in general were within comparable ranges. These findings and recommendations were 
forward to the Selectman. 

During the final months of the year 2000 and the beginning of 2001 the board solidified its 
membership which included two new members Hilary Murray and Lee Thompson. 


The Personnel Board looks forward to completing the salary comparison study for FY’01 with 
recommendations to the Selectman for identified positions for the upcoming year.

BOXFORD HOUSING PARTNERSHIP COMMITTEE 


The Boxford Housing Partnership is charged with managing the Town’s affordable housing 
stock and seeking ways to make other housing affordable. The Committee consists of a 
Representative from the Board of Selectmen, the Board of Health, the Planning Board, the 
Zoning Board of Appeals, and a member at large. 


The year 2000 saw changes in the makeup of the Committee with the resignation of Ken Bagge. 
Robert Clewell also resigned as the representative from the Board of Appeals and was then 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen to the at-large position. Barry Hutchinson was appointed 
by the Selectmen to be the member from the Board of Appeals. Our Planning Board member, 
Craig Falk is presently rehabilitating and we join with the rest of the Town in wishing him a 
speedy recovery. Bob Was, Selectmen’s member and Louise Kress, Board of Health member 
round out the Committee. Robert Clewell was elected to be the Committee Chair for a term 
ending June 30, 2001. 


Early in the year the Committee held a lottery for an available two bedroom affordable unit at 
Andrews Farm and proceeded to interview applicants in order of drawing. An eligible individual 
was selected and the conveyance of the unit was completed. 


The Committee received the request of an owner of an affordable unit at Andrews Farm for 
permission to refinance her mortgage. The Committee reviewed her appraisal, applied the State 
mandated formula and voted to recommend that the Board of Selectmen approve her request and 
so notify the Department of Housing and Community Development, which that Board did.

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MUNICIPAL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


The Municipal Building Committee spent the year 2000 changing direction and changing 
members. In 1999 the committee worked with architects from the office of Alan Lieb designing 
an addition and renovation to the current Boxford Police station. This project’s funding was 
eventually defeated at the polls. 


A blue ribbon study committee was appointed by the Selectmen and they presented 
recommendations for designing a smaller building with reduced funding. A new slate of 
committee members including Chairman Richard Ulman, William Carey, John Ferrante, Donna 
McArdle, and Bob Hazelwood took these recommendations back to the drawing board and 
eventually to passage at Town meeting. 


The present committee would like to extend our special thanks to Peter Morbeck and Charlie 
Killam for the many years of service each gave to the Town serving on the Municipal Building 
Committee. With James Gentile and Peter Cheevers, they laid the foundation for the eventual 
passage of the police station project funding. 


The committee would also like to thank the residents of Boxford who supported this building 
project. When completed, it will provide an up-to-date facility for the men and women for the 
police and communications departments who work in this building twenty-four hours a day, 
three hundred and sixty-five days a year. We encourage you to stop by #285 Ipswich Road 
during 2001 and watch the building go up.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Boxford 
Boxford, Massachusetts 


We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of the Town of 
Boxford, Massachusetts, as of and for the year ended June 30, 2000, as listed in the table of 
contents. These general purpose financial statements are the responsibility of the Town's 
management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on these general purpose financial 
statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards and the 
standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards issued by 
the Comptroller General of the United States. Those standards require that we plan and perform 
the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of 
material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the 
amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the 
accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating 
the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable 
basis for our opinion. 


The financial statements referred to above do not include the general fixed assets account group, 
which should be included to conform with generally accepted accounting principles. Inasmuch 
as the Commonwealth of Massachusetts does not require, and the Town has not capitalized, 
fixed assets, the amount that should be recorded in the general fixed asset account group is not 
known. 


In our opinion, based on our audit, except for the effect on the financial statements of the matters 
described in the preceding two paragraphs, the general purpose financial statements referred to 
above present fairly, in all material respects, the financial position of the Town of Boxford, 
Massachusetts, at June 30, 2000, and the results of its operations and cash flows of its 
proprietary fund types for the year then ended, in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles. 


In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued a report dated 
December 7, 2000 on our consideration of the Town of Boxford's internal control structure over 
financial reporting and our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, 
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contracts and grants. 


In accordance with the Massachusetts Department of Education’s Compliance Supplement for 
Massachusetts School Districts, we have also issued a report dated December 7, 2000 on our 
consideration of the Town of Boxford’s internal control structure over financial reporting and 
our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts, and grants 
applicable to Massachusetts School Districts, which was qualified for issues of non-compliance.

REPORTING ENTITY: 


The Town of Boxford is governed by an elected three-member Board of Selectmen. 
Generally accepted accounting principles ("GAAP") requires that the accompanying 
general purpose financial statements present the Town of Boxford (the primary 
government) and its component units. Component units are included in the Town's 
reporting entity if their operational and financial relationships with the Town are 
significant. Pursuant to this criteria, the following entities have been excluded from the 
accompanying general purpose financial statements: 


- Essex County Retirement System 
- Masconomet Regional School District 


- North Shore Regional Vocational Slchool District 


SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


The accounting policies of the Town of Boxford, Massachusetts, conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles as applicable to governmental units, except that the Town 
does not include a statement of general fixed assets. The following is a summary of the 
more significant policies: 


(a) Basis of Presentation-Fund Accounting: 


The activities of the Town are accounted for through the use of several funds and 
an account group, each of which is a separate accounting entity. The operations 
of each fund and account group are accounted for through a separate set of self- 
balancing accounts which are summarized by type in the financial statements. 
The following fund types and account group are used by the Town: 


Governmental Fund Types: 


Government Funds are those through which most governmental functions of the 
Town are financed. The acquisition, use and balances of the Town's expendable 
financial resources and the related liabilities are accounted for through 
governmental funds. The measurement focus is based upon determination of 
changes in financial position, rather than upon net income determination.

Governmental Fund Types - continued: 


The following are the Town's governmental fund types: 


General Fund - The General Fund is the general operating fund of the 
Town. It is used to account for all financial resources except those 
required to be accounted for in another fund. 


Special Revenue Funds - Special Revenue Funds are used to account for 
the proceeds of specific revenue sources (other than expendable trusts, or 
major capital projects) that are legally restricted to specified purposes. 


Capital Project Funds - Capital Project Funds are used to account for 
financial resources to be used for the acquisition or construction of major 
capital facilities (other than those financed by Trust Funds). 


Fiduciary Fund Types: 


Trust Funds - Fiduciary Funds are used to account for assets held by the 
Town in a trustee capacity or as an agent. Trust Funds include 
Expendable Trust Funds. Expendable Trust Funds are reported as 
Governmental Funds. 


Proprietary Fund Types: 


Enterprise Fund - The Enterprise Fund is used to account for operations 
that are financed and operated in a manner similar to private business 
enterprises where net income and capital maintenance are measured. 
Costs of providing services to the general public on a continuing basis, 
including depreciation, are financed or recovered primarily through user 
charges. 


Account Group: 


General Long-term Obligations Account Group - This account group 1s 
used to account for all long-term obligations of the Town.

Measurement Focus - continued: 


All Governmental Funds and Expendable Trust Funds are accounted for on a 
spending or "financial flow" measurement focus. With this measurement focus, 
only current assets and current liabilities are generally included on the balance 
sheets. The reported fund balance (net current assets) is considered a measure of 
"available spendable resources." Governmental Fund operating statements 
present increases (revenues and other financing sources) and decreases 
(expenditures and other financing uses) in net current assets. 


Accordingly, such statements present a summary of sources and uses of "available 
spendable resources" during a period. Noncurrent portions of long-term 
receivables due to Governmental Funds are reported on their balance sheets 
notwithstanding their spending measurement focus. Special reporting treatments 
are used to indicate, however, that they should not be considered "available 
spendable resources," since they do not represent net current assets. Recognition 
of Governmental Fund type revenues represented by noncurrent receivables is 
deferred until they become current receivables. 


Because of their spending measurement focus, expenditure recognition for 
Governmental Fund types is limited to exclude amounts represented by non 
current liabilities. Since they do not affect net current assets, such long-term 
amounts are not recognized as Governmental Fund type expenditures or fund 
liabilities, but are reported as liabilities in the General Long-Term Obligations 
Account Group. 


Basis of Accounting: 


The modified accrual basis of accounting is followed by Governmental Funds and 
Expendable Trust Funds. Under the modified accrual basis, revenue is recognized 
that is both measurable and available to pay liabilities of the current period. 
Revenues not considered available are recorded as deferred revenues. 
Expenditures are recorded when the liability is incurred except for interest on 
general long-term obligations, which is recorded when due.

Basis of Accounting - continued: 


In applying the susceptible to accrual concept to intergovernmental revenues, 
there are essentially two types of revenues.’ In one, monies must be expended for 
the specific purpose or project before any amounts will be paid to the Town; 
therefore, revenues are recognized based upon the expenditures incurred. In the 
other, monies are virtually unrestricted and are usually revocable only for failure 
to comply with prescribed compliance requirements. These resources are 
reflected as revenues at the time of receipt or earlier if the susceptible to accrual 
criteria are met. 


Property taxes are recognized as revenue in the year for which taxes have been 
levied, provided they are collected within 60 days after year end. Licenses and 
permits, fines and forfeitures and miscellaneous revenues are recorded as 
revenues when received in cash because they are generally not measurable until 
actually received. Investment earnings are recorded as earned. 


Encumbrances: 

Encumbrance accounting under which purchase orders, contracts and other 
commitments for the expenditure of funds are recorded in order to reserve that 
portion of the applicable appropriation, is employed in Governmental Funds. 
Open encumbrances at year-end are reported as reservations of fund balances. 
Encumbrances do not constitute expenditures or liabilities. 

Investments: 

Investments are stated at fair value. 


Inventory: 


Inventory items, which are not material to the general purpose financial 
statements, are recorded as expenditures when purchased.

General Fixed Assets: 


General fixed assets are recorded as expenditures in applicable Governmental 
Funds. The Town does not capitalize the cost of general fixed assets in a General 
Fixed Asset Account Group which is consistent with the practice of many 
municipalities in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Compensated Absences: 


GAAP requires the accrual of a liability for vested or accumulated vacation and 
sick leave. Compensated absences expected to be liquidated with expendable 
available financial resources are reported as expenditures and fund liabilities. 
Accounts that are not expected to be liquidated are reported in the General Long- 
Term Obligations Account Group. 


Employees earn vacation as they provide services. Except in certain 
circumstances, vacation time earned must be used annually and shall not be 
cumulative from year to year. In the case of estimated sick leave benefits only 
that portion of benefits calculated based on termination benefits would be 
presented as a liability in the General Long-Term Obligations Account Group at 
June 30, 2000. 


Post Retirement/Health Care and Life Insurance Benefits: 


The Town provides the majority of retired employees with payments for a 
portion of their health care and life insurance benefits. These benefits are 
provided through various health maintenance organizations. Benefits paid by the 
Town are on a pay-as-you-go basis, and there is no actuarial valuation available 
as of June 30, 2000, which would permit an estimation of the unfunded past 
service cost liability, the future costs of current participants in the plan, and the 
annual amounts needed to fund such costs.

(j) Educational Activities: 


Educational services are provided for Middle and High School Children through 
the Masconomet Regional School District (District). The Town pays an annual 
assessment to the District in quarterly installments for the services provided. 
Elementary educational services are provided through a school union made up of 
three Towns. Each town pays its pro-rata share of the expenditures of this union 
which is based on a per pupil basis. 


(k) Total Columns: 


Total columns on the combined statements are captioned "Memorandum Only" to 
indicate that they are presented only to facilitate financial analysis. Data in these 
columns do not present financial position, results of operations or changes in 
financial position in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 
Such data is not comparable to a consolidation since interfund eliminations have 
not been made. 


BUDGETARY ACCOUNTING: 


An annual budget is legally adopted for the General Fund at Town meetings. 
Expenditures are limited to the line items as voted at the Town meetings. Transfers or 
unencumbered appropriation balances between departments or agencies must be 
approved at Town meetings. 


At the close of each fiscal year, unencumbered appropriation balances (appropriations 
less expenditures and encumbrances) revert to the unreserved fund _ balance. 
Unencumbered appropriation balances in the Capital Project Fund, however, do not 
lapse at the end of the fiscal year. 


The Town prepares its budget on a basis of accounting that differs from generally 
accepted accounting principles (GAAP). The actual results of operations are presented 
in the Combined Statement of Revenues, Expenditures and Changes in Equity. The 
Combined Statement of Revenue and Expenditures - Budgetary Basis is presented to 
provide a meaningful comparison of actual results with the budget.

3. BUDGETARY ACCOUNTING - continued: 


The major differences between the budgetary basis of accounting and GAAP are that: 


(1) Budgeted revenues are recorded when cash is received, except for real estate 


and personal property taxes which are recorded as revenue when levied (budget), 
as opposed to when susceptible to accrual (GAAP). 


(2) Encumbrances are recorded as the equivalent of expenditures (budget) as 
opposed to a reservation of fund balance (GAAP). 


(3) Reserve fund transfers are recorded as sources (budget) as opposed to not 
recorded (GAAP).

CASH AND INVESTMENTS: 


The Town maintains a cash and investment pool that is available for use by all funds. 
Each fund type's portion of this pool is displayed on the combined balance sheet as "Cash 
and Short-Term Investments”. , 


Statutes authorize the Town to invest in obligations of the U.S. Treasury, agencies, and 
instrumentalities, certificates of deposit, repurchase agreements, money market accounts, 
bank deposits and the State Treasurer's investment pool. In addition, there are various 
restrictions limiting the amount and length of deposits and investments. 


At year end, the carrying amount of the Town's deposits was $479,755 and the bank 
balance was $816,568. Of the bank balance, $300,000 was covered by federal depository 
insurance, $186,193 was covered by state depository insurance, and $330,375 was not 
insured. 


Investments are categorized into these three categories of credit risk: 


(1) Insured or registered, or securities held by the government or its agent in the 
government's name. 


(2) Uninsured or unregistered, with securities held by counter party’s trust 
department or agent in the government's name. 


(3) Uninsured or unregistered, with securities held by counter party’s trust 
department or agent but not in the government's name.

PROPERTY TAXES: 


Real and personal property taxes are based on values assessed as of each January 1, and 
are normally due on August 1, November 1, February 1, and May 1, or thirty days 
subsequent to mailing date. By law, all taxable property in the Commonwealth must be 
assessed at 100% of fair cash value. Taxes due and unpaid after the respective due dates 
are subject to interest and penalties. The Town has an ultimate right to foreclose on 
property for which taxes have not been paid. Property taxes levied are recorded as 
receivables, net of estimated uncollectibles, in the fiscal year of the levy. Property tax 
revenues are recorded in accordance with the modified accrual basis of accounting 
described in Note 2(c). 


A statewide tax limitation statute known as "Proposition 2 1/2" limits the property tax 
levy to an amount equal to 2-1/2% of the value of all taxable property in the Town. A 
secondary limitation is that no levy in a fiscal year may exceed the preceding year's 
allowable tax levy by more than 2-1/2%, plus taxes levied on certain property newly 
added to the tax rolls. Certain "Proposition 2-1/2" taxing limitations can be overridden by 
a Town wide referendum vote.

TEMPORARY BORROWING: 
The Town is authorized to borrow on a temporary basis to fund the following: 


e Current operating costs prior to the collection of revenues through issuance of 
revenue or tax anticipation notes (RANS or TANS). 


e Capital project costs and other approved expenditures incurred prior to obtaining 
permanent financing through issuance of bond anticipation notes (BANS) or grant 
anticipation notes (GANS). 


Temporary loans are general obligations of the Town and carry maturity dates which are 
limited by statute. Interest expenditures for temporary borrowing are accounted for in the 
General Fund. As of June 30, 2000, there was a single note payable outstanding in the 
amount of $637,000, accruing interest at 4.68%, with a maturity date of December 20, 
2000. 


COMMITMENTS AND CONTINGENCIES: 


Various legal actions and claims are pending against the Town. Litigation is subject to 
many uncertainties, and the outcome of individual litigated matters is not always 
predictable. Although the amount of liability, if any, at June 30, 2000, cannot be 
ascertained, management believes any resulting liability should not materially affect the 
financial position of the Town at June 30, 2000. 


The Town is presently seeking to be removed from the Elementary School Union and 
solely operate it’s own Elementary Schools. In order to be successful the Town will be 
required to make a one time settlement charge. The financial impact to the Town should 
it be successful can not be estimated at this time. 


The Town participates in a number of Federal financial assistance programs. Although 
the Town grant programs have been audited in accordance with the provisions of the 
Single Audit Act Amendments of 1996 through June 30, 2000, these programs are still 
subject to financial and compliance audits. The amount, if any, of expenditures which 
may be disallowed by the granting agencies cannot be determined at this time, although 
the Town expects such amounts, if any, to be immaterial.

RETIREMENT SYSTEM: 


Plan description - 

The Town contributes to the Essex County Contributory Retirement System (ECCRS), a 
multiple employer plan established under Chapter 32 of the General Laws of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The ECCRS issues a publicly available financial 
report that includes financial statements and required supplementary information. The 
report may be obtained by writing to the Essex County Contributory Retirement System, 
County Office Building, 36 Federal Street, Room 210, Salem, MA 01970. 


Substantially all full-time and some part time employees of the Town, except teachers 
and certain administrative personnel employed by the School Department, participate in 
the System. Benefits paid under the plan, referred to as "retirement allowance," include 
both an annuity portion, funded principally from amounts contributed by the participants, 
and a pension portion funded by the Town. 


The participants contribute a certain percentage of their compensation annually, 
determined by their date of employment as follows: 


Year employed Employee contribution rate 

Prior to 1975 5% 

1975 - 1983 7% 

1984 - June 1996 8% 

July 1996 and later 9% 

1979 and later 2% of salary in excess of $30,000 


Teachers and certain administrative employees of the School Department participate in a 
contributory retirement plan administered by the Massachusetts Teachers Retirement 
Board. Contributions to this plan are made entirely by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, therefore, the Town does not contribute to the plan. 


Funding Policy - 


In accordance with Massachusetts General Laws, employer contributions to the System 
have historically been determined on a pay-as-you-go basis. Generally accepted 
accounting principles require that the annual minimum provision for pension costs should 
include normal cost, interest on unfunded past service cost liability, and amortization of 
unfunded vested benefits, based on an acceptable actuarial cost method.

Funding Policy — continued: 


The Pension Reform Act of 1987 was enacted by the State Legislature in January 1988. 
The act amends Chapter 32 of the General Laws and requires amortization of the 
unfunded pension liability over a minimum forty-year period. The law also permits each 
retirement board to waive the $30,000 pay cap for employees hired after 1978 and, 
accordingly, the Board of Directors of the Middlesex County Contributory Retirement 
System voted to waive the pay cap effective January 1, 1990. Beginning July 1, 1994, 
the employer contribution is determined using the various funding schedules derived 
under Section 22D. These include at a minimum, amounts for the employer normal cost 
plus the amortization of the original unfunded actuarial liability. 


The employer contribution to the System for the year ended June 30, 2000, was 15.05 
percent of the covered payroll. Contributions to the ECCRS for the years ended June 30, 
2000, 1999, and 1998 were $387,319, $352,632, and $325,176 respectively. This 
equaled 100% of the required contribution each year. 


RISK FINANCING: 


The Town is exposed to various risks of loss related to torts; theft of damage to and 
destruction of assets; errors and omissions; natural disasters and various employee 
benefits including health, workers' compensation and unemployment compensation. 


The Town is a part of a premium based self insurance group which insures for worker's 
compensation, general and personal liability, through the Massachusetts Inter-local 
Insurance Association (MIIA). The Town essentially transfers risk through payment of 
an annual assessment which is adjusted according to the Town's experience history. All 
other insurance is carried through conventional carriers.

LANDFILL CLOSURE AND POST CLOSURE CARE COSTS: 


The Town's landfill is closed., and a final cover has been installed in accordance with 
State and Federal laws and regulations. Those laws and regulations also require the 
Town to perform certain maintenance and monitoring functions ("Post closure care") at 
the site for 30 years after the landfill cover is installed. In accordance with generally 
accepted accounting principles, the estimated cost of post closure care has been estimated 
at this time to be $600,000 and is included in the long-term debt group of accounts. 


DEFICITS: 
The Town has incurred appropriation deficits relative to State and County assessments 


and snow and ice removal in the total amount of $54,586. These amounts have been 
raised on the fiscal year 2001 tax recapitulation sheet. 
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BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


The Town continues to grow at a rate among the highest areas of the state. The total property 
valuation exceeded one billion dollars for the first time, including $49,000,000 in new growth 
this past fiscal year, the largest annual growth ever. Although this aided in achieving a lower tax 
rate ($12.80/1,000), the annual revaluation based on 1999 sales, resulted in most land values 
increasing about 25%, and building values increasing in the range of 5% to 10%. The average 
residential property assessment in town is now about $400,000. Reference to the page on tax 
rate recapitulation, shows how heavily the town relies on residences for tax revenues. 


Following previous years action, the selectmen voted a multiplier factor of 1 for all commercial 
and industrial properties, meaning their tax rate stays the same as residential. 


The Department of Revenue has directed the Assessors to conduct a full revaluation of Personal 
Property, which will be conducted in calendar year 2001, using both inside and contract 
personnel. This will update the last revaluation, which was done in 1994. 


Auto excise taxes bring about $1,000,000 in income to the town, from over 7000 vehicles, but 
imposes a considerable workload of corrections, transfers, vehicle sales, address changes and 
delinquencies. 


The Assessors office experienced two retirements in 2000 - Barbara King after 19 years and 
Roberta Whitaker after 12 years. The contribution of each over these years is much appreciated. 
The office has now been staffed with two experienced people. 


The Board and the office appreciate the help and support from other town offices and all the 


townspeople.

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FINANCE COMMITTEE 


During 2000 the Finance Committee enjoyed membership stability for the first time in a number of 
years. The full Committee remained in place for the entire year, with 3 members completing their 
terms and subsequently being re-appointed. As in the previous year, the Committee received 
outstanding support from the Executive Secretary, particularly during budget preparation. The 
addition of a Director of Municipal Finance in 2001 will also be appreciated. 


Once again one of the Committee’s major goals was to work cooperatively with town 
departments and committees to find a balance between the requested budgets and the town’s 
affordability. With the excellent cooperation of most departments and committees, the Finance 
Committee was able to bring an FY2001 budget to the May 2000 Annual Town Meeting that 
enjoyed widespread support and was approved without modification. 


Growth in the town and the resulting growth in services continues to have a major impact on the 
budget. This impact is surprisingly broad both in terms of the number of departments effected 
and the array of resulting budget requests. For example these requests included additional 
personnel in the Conservation Department and Library, additional lawn mowers to mow 
additional playing fields, and an enlarged Police Station. In financial terms this means additional 
operating budgets, capital and debt. This growth in services is expected to continue into future 
years and will continue to be a financial challenge. In addition, the strong economy in 2000 
made the labor market very tight and resulted in some significant salary increases. Inflation of 
salaries is also of concern going forward. 


State aid also had a significant impact on the budget. The large increases for both the town and 
for Masconomet from the previous year were maintained and increased somewhat. This allowed 
the schools to catch up on many items that had been deferred in the past. The increased state aid 
has now been built into the operating budgets and therefore needs to be continued at least at 
these levels. 


The Finance Committee will continue to try to find a balance between the growing needs of the 
town and the costs associated with them.

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BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF TRUST FUNDS 


The purpose of the Board of Commissioners of Trust Funds (“BCTF’’) is to oversee the trust funds 
given or bequested to the Town, which are not specifically under the direction and control of other 
town officials or trustees. The Boxford BCTF came into existence in 1992. Prior to 1992, oversight 
of general trust funds was vested with the Board of Selectmen. 


The primary effort for 2000 by the BCTF was the review and determination of funding award 
and scholarship requests submitted to the Perley-Parkhurst-Cole Memorial Trust Fund. 
Disbursements for 2000 from the PPCMTF fund are shown in detail elsewhere in this report. 


The Board authorized expenditures from the Town Insurance Fund for septic system, repairs at 
the Boxford Police Station, repair of water damage at the Cole School, and repair of a Boxford 
Fire Department vehicle. Additionally, expenditures were authorized from the Sarah P. Perley 
Fund for emergency repairs to a residence in town. 


During 2000 the BCTF accepted oversight of two newly established funds; Boxford Council on 
Aging Memorial Van Trust Fund and the Robert M. Ackerman Playground Maintenance Trust 
Fund. 


The BCTF wishes to recognize Henry Derouin for past service as a Board Commissioner. 
The BCTF also welcomes Anthony Dinanno as a Board Commissioner.

GUIDELINES FOR PERLEY-PARKHURST-COLE TRUST FUND 


GENERAL GUIDELINES: 


l. This fund was established by the Will of Marguerite Bond to aid the children of Boxford and 
Hamilton for the following purposes: 


e To provide loans and scholarships for the purpose of assisting worthy and needy young persons 
residing in the said Town of Boxford who have completed their high or secondary school 
education to attend the college, junior college, post graduate school, vocational training school 
or other school of advanced training of their choice. 


e To encourage and assist any program undertaken by any organization, public or private, in the 
Town of Boxford, for the benefit or general welfare of all children and young persons residing in 
the Town of Boxford. 


e To provide financial or other assistance to or for the benefit of individual needy and worthy 
children, and young adults residing in the Town of Boxford, for such special purposes as the 
Commissioners of Trust Funds may, from time to time deem necessary and proper to promote 
the health, education, or general welfare of such individual children or young adults. 


e To assist and encourage private or public organizations in the Towns of Boxford and Hamilton 
which sponsor, encourage, and assist in the formation, operation and maintenance of Boy Scout 
or Girl Scout Troops in these towns. Such awards for support may be made from time to time as 
the Commissioner of Trust Funds of the Town of Boxford deem necessary. 


2. Any organizations requesting funds must specify that the funds will benefit ONLY children from 
Boxford, or Scout Troops from BOXFORD OR HAMILTON. Funds may not be spent on adults at 
any time. 


3. Applications to the PPCMTF should be in the form of a letter to the Commissioner of Trust 
Funds. Requests for funds will be accepted through February 29 of the award year. The 
Commissioners of Trust Funds will conduct interviews of all applicants through March 31, and will 
notify all applicants of their award status in late March and April. 


Requests received after February 29 will not be accepted, but will be considered for the next award 
period, providing the request is not withdrawn before the following year, February 29. 


4. Any request which, in the opinion of the Trustees or the Board of Selectmen, does not fall within 
the scope or intent of the Will, will be rejected and returned.

Any student who does not continue in his/her post-secondary education shall retain rights to 
his/her scholarship one year. At the end of that year, the scholarship reverses back to the 
Boxford Trust Fund Commission - to the Perley Parkhurst Cole Memorial Trust Fund. 


Masconomet scholarships are to be distributed based on need and academic performance.

A small sum of money will be reserved by the Commissioners of Trust Funds each year to be 
distributed to Boxford students graduating from private schools, and Boxford High School graduates 
entering or currently enrolled in the college, junior college, post graduate school or other school of 
advanced training and learning of their choice. The grants will be in the form of scholarships.

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CAPITAL BUDGETING COMMITTEE 


There were several highlights during the past year, and only one “downer”. 


After a decade of need, and many attempts at Town Meeting and the Polls, the Town approved a 
new Police/Communications Building. 


At a Special Town Meeting in October, planning funds were voted for a New Town Hall. A 
Building Committee is hard at work on this project and we hope that approval of funds to 
actually build it will soon follow at a Town Meeting. 


The inventory of all of the Town’s Capital Equipment was completed, thanks to the persistent 
efforts of Joyce Ricklefs and Enid Thuermer, and presented to the Board of Selectmen. Upkeep 
of this Inventory will fall under the aegis of the new Finance Director. This has become 
particularly important, since the State will require the town’s Balance Sheet to include the value 
of all municipal assets, starting in 2002. 


For the second year in a row, there was no turn-over on our Committee, a situation which those 
familiar with the workings of any Town committee will understand, measurably helps our 
efficiency. 


The Chairman was pleased to have been asked to participate in the interview process for the new 
Finance Director, and to witness the strong group of candidates for this important position. Out 
of an original group of nine applicants, two were recommended to the Board of Selectmen for 
final interview. Gail LaPointe was hired by the Selectmen in late January, and will begin her 
duties in February, at which time she will become an ex-officio member of our Committee. We 
look forward to having Gail join us. 


Our chief problem continues to be that of some Boards and Committees responding to our 
requests for identification of Capital Needs/Projects late, or not at all, or simply not giving 
sufficient thought to the important task of planning five years ahead. We continue to seek ways 
of solving this difficulty in a municipal world primarily populated with volunteers. 


As usual, at this writing, it 1s too early to report any Capital Budgeting requests for 2002-2006. 
These, and our recommendations thereon, will be attached to the Warrant in May.

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COMMUNICATIONS DEPARTMENT 
The year 2000 has been a year of major changes for the Communications Department. 


At the Special Town Meeting in March, funds were approved for an entirely new radio system 
for the Police & Fire Departments as well as a complete replacement of the phone system in the 
Police/Communications Building. The previous phone system had as its primary flaw the fact 
that replacement parts were no longer available and parts were being scavenged from phones 
within the building in order to at least make sure that the phones in the Communications 
Dispatch area worked. The new phone system installation was completed by August and is 
working very well, although there is always the “learning curve” associated with some new 
features. Work on the new radio system was started in July and August with new equipment 
installed at the Communications Center, the East and West Fire Stations, and the Baldpate Hill 
Tower site. New mobile radios were installed in all the Police and Fire vehicles and new 
portable radios issued to both Police and Fire departments. The Police Department system has 
been in full use since September and the Fire Department system has been in full use since 
December. There are still other aspects of the system that are still in progress, such as the back- 
up tower at the Communications center which should be in operation sometime in February or 
March of 2001. We are also still evaluating pagers for the Fire Department as the units we were 
hoping to use are not currently being manufactured in our frequency range. These issues and 
other coverage issues are still in the process of evaluation so that the best possible system can be 
in use, but this system is providing a significant increase in coverage and usability over the 
previous system as well as the flexibility to adjust the system to changes and improvements 
where our old system would not. We thank the townspeople for their past and continued support 
in this endeavor. 


We also look forward with great anticipation to the construction of the new 
Police/Communications Facility which was finally approved at the Fall Town Meeting in 
October. We again thank the townspeople for their support of this much needed facility. 


Over the year there have been many circumstances which have severely taxed the resources of a 
single dispatcher. These circumstances range from the expected to the unexpected. Some of the 
expected times have been the added work during burning season, stepped up Commercial 
Vehicle enforcement by the Police Department, and growth in general through the Police, Fire, 
and DPW Departments, as well as the overall growth of the town. This added workload has 
required having 2 scheduled dispatchers on duty during the expected events. There are, 
however, many times when an event is not planned; these are commonly called emergencies. 
While most emergency situations tax the resources available in and of themselves, the regular 
volume of incoming calls and radio traffic cannot be ignored. While we have been fortunate to 
have had off duty dispatchers come in during times of crisis, it cannot always be counted on that 
someone will be available. The time is not far down the road when a second dispatcher will need 
to be on duty at least during the weekday hours, but also considering that state regulations may 
be down the road that govern the operation of “911 Centers.” 
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On the subject of increased workload, we look back over the year and proudly report that we 
handled many critical incidents. These include a house explosion caused by a natural gas line 
break, many instances of multiple medical and fire calls in a row, multiple police related 
incidents back to back, and the various storms which passed through our area over the year. I do 
not believe that any one of our dispatchers has been spared his or her moment of “sheer terror” 
when faced with single handedly dealing with these situations as they arise. My deepest thanks 
and proud admiration go to all of the Dispatchers who serve the Town of Boxford so ably. 


As reminders to all residents, we ask, along with all your public safety departments, to please 
post your house number in a manner that is visible day or night to emergency personnel 
responding from any direction. A quick way to learn what is “visible” and what is not is to drive 
down your street and see if you can easily identify each of your neighbors street #’s and compare 
them with your own. This is vitally important to your safety and the safety of everyone in your 
house. 


We also encourage every resident who has an alarm system to provide a list of contact #’s to the 
Communications Department in the event that we need to reach you regarding any emergency 
situations that may arise at your home. Alarm update forms can be picked up at the 
Communications Center on any day of the week at any time. 


We also encourage all residents to make sure that the information in the 911 database is correct. 
To do this, call the Communications Department any time, day or night, at 887-8136, and advise 
the dispatcher that you would like to conduct a 911 test. Provided that the dispatcher is not tied 
up with an emergency, you will be instructed to hang up the phone, then dial 911 and stay on the 
line to speak with the dispatcher when they answer. This should be done for every phone 
number that terminates at your house, especially if you have a home office, in-law apartment, or 
any phone number that terminates in one specific area of your home. If you have any questions, 
please do not hesitate to call. 


As a reminder, 911 is only used for an emergency situation. An emergency is best defined as a 
situation where you would SAVE A LIFE, STOP A CRIME, or REPORT A FIRE, or for testing 
purposes as instructed above. 


We would like to thank all the other town departments for their assistance and cooperation 
throughout the year, especially the Police, Fire, and Highway Departments with whom we work 
together on a daily basis, and all the other departments who so faithfully serve the people of 
Boxford.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The year 2000 arrived with much fanfare and dire predictions regarding Y2K computer glitches, 
system shutdowns, power outages and other possible calamities. Although we were prepared for 
them, the Police Department transitioned into the new century without a problem. The Department’s 
size has remained steady this year at 13 full-time officers to serve a population now reported as 
9,041 residents. In May of this year our most recently hired officer, Louann Bonny graduated from 
the Massachusetts criminal Justice Training Academy in Reading. 


To service this expanding population a new Police Facility was approved by the Town Meeting 
in September and ground breaking should be occurring shortly. Lt. Robert Hazelwood is the 
Department's liaison to the building committee and has been a great asset in the planning for the 
building. The first phase of the construction is scheduled for completion in late 2001 and the 
second phase which includes renovation of the existing station scheduled for a mid 2002 
completion. 


In fiscal year 2000 the Police Department received $25,000 in community policing grants which 
enable the continuing operation of the commercial vehicle enforcement unit. This unit 
comprised of Officers Thomas Nentwig and Brian Williams performs specialized enforcement 
directed at overweight and unsafe truck operation on our town roadways. In addition the grant 
allowed for the initial implementation of a mobile data system. With the purchase of a server 
and the initial mobile patrol officers now have instantaneous access to state and national missing 
and wanted information, Registry of Motor Vehicles data and in-house computer information 
from their patrol vehicles. They are also able to complete their required reports without returning 
to the station. Through a generous donation from a Boxford resident this system will be 
expanded into a second vehicle in the coming year. 


A $14,000 grant was received through the “Violence Against Women Act” (VAWA). This grant 
allowed for the further funding of the Boxford Police Domestic Violence Unit. Officers John 
lannazzo, James Riter, Susan Longo, and Lt. Paul Bates have all received extensive training in 
the intervention in domestic abuse situations. A member of the unit is on call at all times should 
such intervention be necessary. 


This year we were also awarded a grant from the Governor’s Alliance Against Drugs in the 
amount of &9,700. This grant enables us to continue the Drug Abuse Resistance Education 
Program (DARE) in the elementary school. Officer.Longo works with the fifth and sixth grade 
classes at the Spofford Pond School in this outstanding program. 


Officer. James Riter has been working closely with District Attorney Kevin Burke’s office in 
administering the Juvenile and Youthful Diversion Programs for young offenders. Through this 
program youths participating in counseling,, do community service and pay restitution in lieu of 
a court appearance and a criminal record.

As a result of a raft of vandalism incidents and in response to neighborhood requests Officer 
Peter Orlando organized Boxford’s first Neighborhood Crime Watch Program. Officer Orlando 
is a MCJTC certified Crime Prevention Officer and is available to any resident of Boxford to 
perform residential crime prevention surveys and suggest ways to improve your home’s security. 


All members of the Department were re-certified as Basic First Responders and are CPR and 
semi-automatic defibrillator trained. In addition Officers Klinger,, Orlando, and Corliss 
maintained their Emergency Medical Technician (EMT) status through the participation in 
numerous training classes and exercises throughout the year. 


As Chief of Police, I extend my appreciation to the residence of Boxford, The Board of 
Selectmen and all other town boards, committees and departments for their continuing support 
and cooperation.

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BOXFORD FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Boxford Fire Department wishes to make the following report to the citizens of Boxford. 
The year 2000 was an exciting year for the Boxford Fire Department. May Town meeting 
approved two full time fire fighters. Firefighter’s Greg Beardsley and Tyler Dechene, assumed 
the role as fulltime firefighters on July 10 2000, working Monday — Friday, daytime hours. The 
two firefighters have taken on several new tasks within the Department including our fire 
prevention program, which encompasses a tremendous portion of our workload on a day-to-day 
basis. More importantly, the Town of Boxford now has two fulltime firefighters, in addition to 
the Chief, for an immediate response to fire and other emergency related calls. 


The Boxford Fire Department responded to 9 structure fires, numerous serious motor vehicle 
accidents, and medical aids, for a total of 621 incidents last year! 


The Fire Department applied for and was awarded two grants, totaling $23,826.00, from the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Department of Fire services (public safety). This award will 


be used to purchase life saving equipment for Boxford Fire fighters.

Training continues to be a top priority for the Boxford Fire Department. Under our “traditional” 
training format, personnel receive their training on fire topics generated within the department 
and we continue to utilize the Massachusetts Firefighting Academy in Stow, as a resource for 
continuing advanced fire training. This year, the Training Director dedicated a portion of our 
program toward preplanning many of our town owned buildings and private businesses. The 
Fire Department adheres to a strict training policy and classes are delivered every Monday from 
7:00 — 9:00 pm. All subject matter is geared toward Boxford’s unique needs and that of our 
surrounding towns, with emphasis on fire fighter safety. 


E.M.S. Training E.MLS. Director, Deputy Chief Bankson Riter, Jr. 


The Boxford Fire Department responded to 199 medical aid calls in 2000. We currently have a 
total of 23 Emergency Medical Technicians, including this year’s certification of Firefighter Joy 
Fleck. All E.M.T.’s must complete 28 hours of training annually in addition to our fire 
department training. Our Department purchased three new defibrillators to be compliant with 
the Department of Public Health year 2000 state regulations. 


Explorer Post 911 


The Boxford Fire Department continues to support and sponsor Post 911, Fire/Rescue Explorers, 
under the direction of Fire fighter Michael Powers and Tyler Dechene. The program is for 
teenagers who are least 14 and have completed eighth grade, or who are 15 years old but not yet 
21. The program is geared to provide an opportunity for youths to learn to work as a team and 
develop leadership skills. The goal is to prepare participants to become permanent members of 
the Boxford Fire Department. If you would like more information on this valuable program, 
please call 887-5725.

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FIRE PREVENTION 


Smoke Detectors Save Lives Proper placement of smoke detectors is proving its value 
for quick notification and response in fire and life safety in the community. If your home does 
not have smoke detectors, or you have any questions regarding their proper placement or 
operation, you may call Chief Perkins at 887-5725. I would be pleased to answer any questions 
you might have, including placement of carbon monoxide detectors. 


S.A.F.E. Grant Much time and effort has been put into our Fire Prevention Program for 
children this year, and many children’s groups visited the fire stations for safety demonstrations 
and fire prevention tips. The Boxford Fire Department applied for and was the recipient of a 
state grant in the amount of $3,010.17 from the Student Awareness of Fire Education (S.A.F.E.) 
Program. The S.A.F.E. Program is a fire prevention education program designed to equip 
elementary, intermediate, and high school students with skills for recognizing the dangers of fire, 
specifically, the fire hazards smoking-related materials pose. The program utilizes specially 
trained firefighters to teach fire and life safety education. Many of the fire fighters are trained 
emergency medical technicians who have seen the catastrophic health effects of smoking- 
induced illnesses. This program also seeks to reduce tobacco consumption by educating our 
community about the fire and health hazards of smoking-related materials. With the additional 
funding that the S.A.F.E. grant provides, we hope to play a significant role with regards to the 
prevention of fire through such efforts as broadening public awareness of firehazards and the 
enforcement of state laws, including those that regulate the use, sale, and storage of smoking- 
related materials. 


Boxford Firefighters Gift Fund The Boxford Fire Department, through the Boxford 
Firefighters Gift Fund, was the recipient many memorial gifts in 2000. We continued to receive 
donations in the memory of family members and friends. These funds allow us to purchase life 
saving and fire fighting equipment not usually covered in our annual budget. Donations to the 
Boxford Fire fighters Gift Fund are always welcome and appreciated, as the ultimate 
beneficiaries are the residents of Boxford. 


Open House Our annual open house was in October this year, and attendance by the 
public was again outstanding. This year the Boxford Fire Department added the S.A.F.E. 
(Student Awareness of Fire Education) trailer house to the list of activities. Boxford’s 
participation in the S.A.F.E. program includes access to this mock-up of a home, which is 
available to any S.A.F.E. community. The trailer was a huge hit of the day, offering people the 
opportunity to practice a “live” 911 emergency call, experience what it is like in a smoke-filled 
room, pick up fire safety tips from the fire personnel, and receive anti-smoking messages. Other 
activities included automobile extrication demonstrations, utilizing the “Jaws of Life” rescue 
tools, and fire engines pumping water, allowing children with assistance to handle hoses. 
Ambulance personnel from Lyons Ambulance and AMR were on hand to take blood pressures. 
Lastly, through the efforts of the National Highway Safety Administration and the Massachusetts 
Division of Car Safety, attendees were treated to a special visit by “Larry and Vince,” the Crash 
Test Dummies. All of these activities combined to create a fun day of educational learning for 
town residents on fire and auto safety. Look again to this October for our Annual Fire Safety 
Education Day. Our open house gives resident from the town of Boxford the opportunity to 
meet our firefighters and observe the Department’s equipment. Residents interested

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ANIMAL CONTROL 


The year 2000 was, as usual, another activity filled period for Animal Control. In addition 
To our regular menu of missing, injured or problem animal situations, our attentions were 
directed to the acquisition of a new town vehicle and the on-board familiarization of a new 
Assistant Animal Control Officer. We also were involved with a pleasant and beneficial new 
ownership transfer of our veterinary services provider Town & Country in Groveland, now 
known as Water’s Edge Veterinary Hospital, under the direction of new proprietor DVM 
Peggy Barlow. 


After a year long search and several unsuccessful buds to attempt to acquire a replacement 
for the very tired former police cruiser cum Animal Control vehicle through dealer channels, 
a serendipitous private bid was realized and consummated and a truly excellent 1994 
Chevrolet Suburban 40wheel drive with all conceivable options and only 33,000 miles in 
veritable “mint” condition came on line for use by the Animal Control Department. We are 
thrilled to have this vehicle at our disposal and congratulate the cooperative effort of the 
towns of Boxford and Georgetown in sharing the costs of this exceptional vehicle. We look 
forward to many years of reliable service from this purchase. 


A personnel change was also realized this year due to the resignation of the former Animal 
Control Assistant. This position is always troublesome to fill due to the unusual job 
specifications, experience, and difficult hours required. We were very fortunate to find 
available at exactly the time we were searching, an individual with the basic criteria we 
require. Reed V. Wilson of Rowley has had background experience in part-time Animal 
Control and Animal Inspection in several other towns as a “fill-in” for other ACO’s. He 
additionally holds a state license as a Problem Animal Control Officer which entitles him to 
trap wildlife. He completed the Animal Control Officers Association of Massachusetts, 
(ACOAM) certification course, is firearms licensed and had already completed pre-exposure 
Rabies immunization. These attributes essentially represented a bonus to the town in terms 
of costs, training, certifications, firearms licensing and a basic familiarity with the dirty and 
nitty gritty aspects of this difficult position. We have continued to embellish his existing 
knowledge with on-the-job training and our specific handling procedures and hope to have 
Officer Wilson on board for many years to come. 


Boxford was fortunate this year to have NO RABIES POSITIVES per State Lab Testing. 
We were very low on submittals, including down from a dozen bats tested the year prior; 


however, I hasten to add, we must_not become complacent about Rabies and Rabies 


immunization, animal and human safety and animal vaccinations and reporting of all 
exposures, animal and human! Once in an area, Rabies, at this time, can never be considered 


to be completely eradicated. Perhaps at some time in the future, developments with bait 
dropping and immunization programs on going with wildlife such as those efforts being 
carried out in the Cape Cod area with ‘barrier’ experiments to control Rabies spread in 
wildlife populations, may produce Rabies free zones, but this is long into the future and 
should not construe even a consideration to not following current preventive guidelines and 
safety procedures.

Some statistics from the State Lab may be of interest. s As of October , 2000, cumulative 
figures from September, 1992, the onset of Rabies Epizootic to present; indicate a total of 3083 
animals tested positive for Rabies in 309 towns in Massachusetts. Only a few sparsely scattered 
towns, mostly in the western part of the state, as well as the Cape Cod area, show No Rabies 
present. It is widely believed that the towns showing negative in the western part of the state do 
so only because of no reporting... it is just common sense that any adjoining towns will have 
wildlife traversing between and among them. 


For those who enjoy breakdowns in figures, they are as follows for animal species tested 
positive: 1058 Raccoons, 84 Cats, 3 Dogs, 55 Fox, 898 Skunks, 62 Woodchucks, and 23 
“Other” which include such animals as | Chinchilla, 1 Goat a couple of Cows, etc. 


A larger and more tragic figure which should concern pet owners, however, is the number of pets 
killed and tested because of various exposures or having bitten humans and which were required 
to be tested on that bases, because they were not properly up to date or immunized! Between 
7/1/99 to 6/30/2000 in Essex County specifically, 92 Dogs were euthanized and tested with NO 
positives. Updated Figures for Essex County show 5 Dogs euthanized and Tested in 7/2000, 9 
Dogs in 8/2000, 9 Dogs 9/2000, and 6 Dogs in 10/2000! To me, this screams of unnecessary 
destruction of many family pets with the attendant grief and loss inescapable in this situation. 
Obviously, many of these were preventable had these pets been properly immunized or up to 
date! 154 Cats were euthanized and tested with only 1 Positive, further driving home the 
unnecessary and many times cruel need for euthanization of a family pet due to owner 
carelessness of oversight! 


Local issues still include several dogs killed on the roadways each year, too many dogs picked 
up unnecessarily due to owner carelessness, too many doge not licensed and/or not wearing their 
license tags, causing them to be picked up at owner expense and inconvenience until made legal. 


The on-going and growing problem of pet-sitter dogs escaping from their control, or the 
prevalence of leaving pets with “friends” to watch over them, with a resultant high number of 
escapes continues. Also, the number of these caretakers who do not immediately report to the 
Police and Animal Control the fact that their charges are missing. Each hour that a dog is 
missing and unreported increases the chances of an unhappy ending for these loose animals. We 
have an excellent recovery record for reported animals, but we cannot assist if we are not 
notified! Additionally, we have neighborhood disputes with issues of trespass, passerby- 
harassment, dog-bites, barking complaints, etc., almost all of which could be avoided of settled 
by common civil behavior and compromise between parties, but which increasingly involves 
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Animal Control intervention and which, this year, culminated in a neighborhood action which 
brought a major complaint before the Board of Selectmen for their adjudication. We are so 
privileged to live in such a basically suburban “Eden” that it is really nonsensical to create 
problems based largely on simple irresponsibility and Incivility. 


Animal Control thanks the Boxford Police and Communications personnel for their usual fine 
support, the office of the Town Clerk, Animal Inspector Alison Hayes, the fine ongoing support 
of Weloset/Best Friends as Town Shelter, the excellent cooperation of the aforementioned 
newly-transferred ownership at Water’s Edge Veterinary Hospital, Groveland, for additional 
animal shelter and medical intervention. Thanks to Village Reporter and Tri-Town Transcript 
for timely articles.

Library Director: Adele McConaghy 


The primary function of the Board of Library Trustees 1s to provide the highest quality library 
service possible in order to meet the growing needs of the community. This is a daily challenge 
for a number of reasons. There is new technology and outreach services available to our patrons. 
The number of library patrons, especially in the areas of reference, research and children’s 
programs, is increasing along with the town’s population growth. All of this increased activity 
and growth has been squeezed into a constant-size box, so to speak. Regardless, Director Adele 
McConaghy and her dedicated staff continue to meet these Sen se and assist all patrons with 
competence and grace. 


Buildings and Grounds 


The library purchased new shelving for our growing collection at the West Boxford Library as 
well as new shelving at the Boxford Village Library. The new library furniture included two 
custom made units to accommodate new books and CDs at East and a new periodical unit and 
shelving for new books at West. These additions made both libraries more user-friendly. A new 
humidifier for the heating system at East improved the air quality. At East, the DPW completed 
a new asphalt walk for the barn, and the North Shore Technical School repaired the brick 
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walkway from the street. Chris Herman completed an Eagle Scout project by designing, 
constructing, and donating mobile book shelves for year-round use as storage units in the barn. 
He was assisted by members of Troop 51 and received much well-deserved publicity. The 
Boxford Village Garden Club kept our library grounds in excellent condition with their new 
plantings and diligent maintenance of the flower beds. Mayer Horticulture Services donated 
their services to prune and remove dead trees at the Boxford Village Library. 


Children’s Activities 


It was a busy year at the Boxford Town Libraries. In addition to year-round story times for pre- 
schoolers and Tiny Bookworms for the very young, the library hosted a number of special events 
for children. The Friends of the Library sponsored the Spring Egg-Hunt, the Halloween party 
and the December holiday party, all extremely popular annual traditions. Children’s Librarian 
Josh Kennedy presented “Explore-A-Story,” a series of book and activity programs for children 
in grades K-2, and a writer’s workshop for students in grades 3-5. A highlight of the year’s 
activities was the Summer Reading Program with the theme “Open Books, Open Frontiers.” 
Participating readers helped decorate the “Wild West Boxford Libraries” with over 1000 paper 
cowboy hats — one for each book read. The program culminated in August with the traditional 
Benson’s ice cream party. The Tiny Bookworms program, for children under three, was 
enriched by a $6,000 Early Childhood Grant written by Assistant Director Jan Dempsey. The 
grant allowed the purchase of more board books, picture books, and CD’s for children. A 
Kindermusik program was presented for younger children, and a Babysitting workshop was held 
for older children. Girl Scouts and Brownies enjoyed overnight sleepovers at the West Boxford 
Library. 


Adult Activities 


Kathy Kinney arranges monthly exhibits by local artists at the East Boxford Library. The library 
sponsors open-house receptions for incoming artists. Susan Daley arranges museum quality 
exhibits in our glass display case every month. Some of our regular adult activities include: 
book discussion groups, home-schooling programs, and meetings of the American Association of 
University Women, Boxford Cultural Council, pre-school teachers, the Garden Club, the 
Merrimack Valley Herb Society, and the Friends of the Boxford Libraries. Piano recitals held at 
the West Boxford Library were well-attended. The Boxford Village Library showcased the 
entries in the “Nature of Boxford 2000” photo contest sponsored by BTA/BOLT. Other popular 
events this year were Knowing Old Books presented by Ken Gloss from The Brattle Bookshop, 
the Garden Club plant sale, Census Testing, Enriching Language Development in Children, Tips 
and Tricks for Reading to Small Children, An Evening with Isabella Stewart Gardner, and 
Business Relationships with Ron Aaron. Local history was covered by a panel discussion of the 
History of Boxford, and a program called Growing Up in Boxford, which encompassed a slide 
show and anecdotes from several long time residents about their school days here back in the 
1930°s and 1940’s. 


The Apple Festival featured our traditional yearly book sale. Because of the great selection of 


donated books, people come from all over to browse and purchase books. These sales generate 
funding for the libraries. 
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Information Technology 


We continue to offer internet access, many on-line databases, CD-ROMS, faxes, and 
photocopies. Reference and research services continue to increase. The libraries are staying 
current in the ever-expanding field of information technology with upgrades and new purchases. 
We have a new web site thanks to Linda Sivak, Bill Nisbet and Ann Mahoney. The Merrimack 
Valley Library Consortium changed software vendors, and the Technology Committee approved 
the purchase of new computers compatible with the new Epixtech Web-based catalog software. 
The upgrade hit some bumps due to bugs in the software, but it has enabled patrons to reserve 
library materials from home via the internet, and it allows more resource sharing on a local and 
statewide level. The staff has attended many workshops to learn how to use the software. We 
congratulate the staff for their diligence, skills, and positive attitudes in the face of this 
somewhat-more-difficult-than-expected transition. 


Friends 


Congratulations to President Elizabeth Mullard, Past-President Jenny Steward, and their boards 
for a very successful year. The friends continue to provide museum passes to the following 
places: Boston Children’s Museum, Isabella Stewart Gardner Museum, John F. Kennedy Library 
and Museum, Museum of Fine Arts, Museum of Science, New England Aquarium, Peabody- 
Essex Museum, and the Portsmouth Children’s Museum. The Annual Sports Equipment Sale, the 
Wreath Project, and the Annual Membership Drive were all highly successful fund-raising 
efforts. Congratulations to Ben Messenger and his team for winning first place for their Fourth 
of July Parade float, and thanks to the lovely and talented “Cowgirl Judi” Milano for her 
contribution to their victory. 


Boxford Public Library and The Perley Scholarship Funds, Inc. 
(formerly “Public Trustees”) 


This group (BPL/PSF) supported our reference collection by purchasing important research 
materials. The Perley Scholarship Fund awarded scholarships to Boxford students planning to 
attend institutions of higher learning. The names of the recipients are listed at the East Boxford 
Library on an attractive plaque. We commend President Helen Killam and the BPL/PSF for their 
outstanding contributions to the community. 


Benefactors and Volunteers 


The Boxford Town Libraries appreciate and value the support of all the Town Boards, 
Committees and Agencies. Our staff volunteers continue to give us their time and expertise when 
needed. A special acknowledgement to Vicki and Martin Bakker, John Belyea, Al Cayot, Dave 
Daniels, Phyllis and George Fisher, Dana Hazelwood, Sarah Haywood, Gail Holleran, Jean 
Larson, Marge May, Bill McGrath, Charlene Mead, John and Stella Tuttle, and Sue Winslow. 
The library was the recipient of many memorial gifts, including a substantial bequest from the 
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estate of Margaret Lane. Sally Sprague donated funds for a custom made CD unit, continuing a 
long history of much-appreciated generosity. Other patrons contributed gifts in honor of the 
anniversary or birthday of a family member or friend, and we thank them for their contributions. 
Donna McArdle published many popular book reviews in the Village Reporter throughout the 
year. 


Long-Range Planning

School Committee Operation 


The Boxford School Committee meets once per month with a formal agenda (3rd Thursday) and 
at least once per month for a working session, throughout the year. Typically meetings are held 
at Cole School. All meetings are posted at Town Hall and are open to the public as described in 
the State Open Meeting Law. 


The School Committee has all the powers conferred on it by state law and must perform those 
duties mandated by the state. Its responsibilities are varied but relate primarily to policy 
determination. Some of the duties of the School Committee include: 


*Preparation of an annual budget *Program evaluations 
* Approval of curriculum and materials *Planning school services 
*Collective bargaining *Public relations 


While the School Committee acts directly as the policymaking body relative to general 
educational policy, it does not operate in a vacuum. The School Committee actively seeks the 
counsel and support of the administration, staff, School Councils, PTO, parents and the 
community. This input is generated through written and verbal communication within the school 
community, biannual Open Forums on pertinent topics (e.g. curriculum revision) and working 
closely with other Town Boards and committees. Individuals and groups wishing to address the 
School Committee at a meeting may do so on the agenda under "Remarks from the Public" or 
contact the chairperson by telephone or in writing. 
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Milestones 


The year 2000 has been a very productive year for the Boxford School Committee as we have 
traveled through many changes, resolved many issues and continued to move ahead with 
improving our educational system. 


Personnel changes at the Spofford Pond School were numerous. In December 1999, Brent 
Rogers left the principal ship to accept a position in the Salisbury Public Schools, leaving a void, 
which we were able to fill on an interim basis with Dr. Sam Maroon, who, with the able 
assistance of Assistant Principal, Sheila Harrison, carried us through the end of the school year. 
With the expeditious work of Dr. Creeden and a Search Committee, we were able to engage Mrs. 
Barbara Wotherspoon to serve as the new permanent principal. Mrs. Wotherspoon comes to 
Boxford having served as a principal in Atkinson, New Hampshire and Easton, Massachusetts. 
We were also sorry to see Mrs. Anne O’Brien leave her position as the Library Media Specialist 
at Spofford and wish her well in her new position. 


Cole School enjoyed an exciting and productive year of teaching and learning featuring a new 
math program, the expansion of Spanish and renewed investment in the integration of 
technology. The introduction of a curriculum coordinator for math and science made a positive 
difference in the life of the school. Other new initiatives included the completion of curriculum 
maps for each subject at each grade level and the linking of the learning standards of the state 
curriculum frameworks to classroom assessment of learning. 


Since the spring of 1998, the School Committee has been working to evaluate and establish the most 
effective administrative structure for the Boxford Elementary Schools, PK-6. Having failed to 
successfully renegotiate the existing Tri-Town Union Agreement, at the close of 1999, Boxford was 
negotiating two financial proposals with the towns of Topsfield and Middleton to allow Boxford to 
terminate its membership in the Union. In February, the home rule petition passed at Town Meeting 
in May, 2000, was before the Joint Committee on Local Affairs of the State Legislature. The 
decision of that committee at the conclusion of the hearing was to put the bill to a study. The bill 
remained in study through the termination of the Legislative session. At the end of February, as a 
result of the inability to reach a financial settlement, the Boxford School Committee filed a lawsuit 
against the School Committees of Topsfield and Middleton. In response to that decision, a citizen’s 
initiative petition asking voters to vote to remain in the Tri-Town Union was placed on the Town 
Election ballot and the School Committee sponsored the same questions on the Town Meeting 
warrant. On May 16, the Town voted 1200 to 611 at the ballot to continue to participate as a 
member of the Tri-Town Elementary School Superintendency Union. 


As a result of that vote and the election of two new school committee members, the lawsuit was 
dropped and a renewed commitment was made to preserve the Union structure and work with the 
other two towns to address some of the concerns that were raised over the past few years with 
regard to cost allocation, voting rights, etc. 
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A new formula has been developed and agreed to for the apportionment of expenses for the 
Central Office. The formula is designed to be fair and equitable covering all contingencies. The 
formula considers the following factors for the sharing of expenses: Superintendent’s Office- 
50% enrollment based and 50% one third for each community; Special Education — K-6 special 
education enrollment based on December 1 enrollment counts; Business and Finance- 
enrollment based on October 1* counts; Facilities- total square footage. We are moving ahead on 
the issue of Voting Structure with legislation having been filed that will provide us with options 
that may be voted on at town meeting once the legislation is passed. Other issues are being 
addressed and our goal is to come to a reasonable and satisfactory resolution of all issues. 


Many staff changes have taken place at the Tri-Town School Union level and we are pleased 
with the people brought on board. Tim Haskell started at a fast pace and has picked up speed, 
not only addressing the day to day crises and normal maintenance issues, but solving some old 
ongoing problems and creating an awareness of how critical a pro-active approach to 
maintenance Is, as well as being cost effective. 


In July, Dr. Frank Scott accepted a position with the Stoneham Public Schools. Ms. Sharon 
Lyons was selected to serve as the Special Education Director by the Tri-Town School Union 
Committee. Mrs. Lyons previously served as the Special Education Director in the Beverly 
Public Schools. 


In August, Business Manager, Michael Musto, accepted a similar position in the Stoneham 
Public Schools. He has been succeeded by Steven Greenberg, who comes to us after five years 
at Masconomet Regional Schools. As the first Business Manager for the Tri-Town School 
Union, Mr. Musto did an excellent job aligning our budget, making it more readable and 
understandable. 


One giant step we have taken this year is the appointment of Dr. Bernard Creeden as 
Superintendent of the Tri-Town School Union. Dr. Creeden also served as Principal of the Cole 
and/or Spofford Pond Schools from 1980 to 1995. His understanding and work ethic is 
exemplary and would be very difficult to replace. 


Prior to school opening in September, the School Committee held a Teacher Appreciation 
breakfast at the Spofford Pond School to share with all teachers and staff our appreciation for 
their work and dedication in educating the children of the town. A special thanks goes to Sandra 
Skinner for organizing the morning activities. 


We were able to fund, through additional Chapter 70 funds with the endorsement of the Finance 
Committee and Board of Selectmen, the introduction of a Teacher Assistants program. These 
new positions support teaching and learning in Mathematics and English Language Arts. This 
step, along with our efforts to mentor new teachers and provide ongoing professional 
development, will move us forward as we seek to recruit and retain the strongest possible faculty 
during an increasingly competitive period in education. 
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Our music program continues to be outstanding thanks to everyone involved with special thanks 
to Liz Shepard, Joanna Spinosa and Andrea Monty. 


We have completed the implementation of our first Five Year Technology Plan and have started 
work on a successor plan to continue with upgrades and program development in an effort to 
insure that our children are well prepared to utilize these tools.

4. Respect for oneself, other children and adults, promotes belonging and is essential 
to learning.

The District Goals for 2000 — 2001 are as follows: 


e To provide an education, which is standards based and equal to the Bench Mark 
Schools of the 1999 Committee for Academic Excellence report in the core 
academic areas of Mathematics, Science, Social Studies and Language Arts. Our 
success should be measurable based on the Massachusetts Comprehensive 
Assessment System (MCAS) and other appropriate assessments. 


e To continue to provide a safe and comfortable place to learn and work. Our 
buildings should be well maintained and not over crowded. The culture should 
continue to encourage creativity and support risk taking. Respect and trust should 
be universal. 
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e To support our staff in their efforts to teach and motivate our children. We must 
provide the tools, training and leadership necessary to help them achieve our 
other goals. We value our staff and want to make working in the Boxford schools 
enjoyable and rewarding. 


e To serve learners of all abilities. Both ends, as well as the average student, should 
be challenged and successful. Children learn in different ways, and at different 
speeds. Our program should reflect this. 


e The School Committee reaffirms its commitment to open, civil and frequent 
communication. Dialogue is important between the school committee and the 
town boards, school administration, staff, parents, our Tri-Town Union partners 
and other stakeholders. 


Committee for Academic Excellence (A standing Sub-Committee of the School Committee) 


The CAE continued to research best practices in the “bench mark” school districts with a focus 
on foreign language, teacher recruitment and retention practices and programs for highly 
motivated and able students. Major findings of this research that are being incorporated into our 
future planning include the following: 


e It is the goal of ninety percent of the benchmark schools to provide “differentiated 
learning” in reading, language arts and/or mathematics. (Note: The establishment of the 
Teacher Assistant program is designed in part to assist our efforts in this area.) 

e New staff in the benchmark schools receive a great deal of support. (Note: We have 
initiated a more formal mentor induction program for new staff.) 

e A supportive team culture at the benchmark schools has nearly eliminated classroom 
teacher turnover. 

e The hiring of new classroom teachers at the benchmark schools is a highly subjective 
process, but a clear preference exists for candidates with masters degrees, liberal arts 
undergraduate education and a few years of teaching experience. 

e Foreign Language instruction is not a core component of benchmark schools at the 
elementary level. The approach is to provide “exposure” but not “competency” in a 
second language. 


The major function of the Committee continues to be provision of the highest quality educational 
program within available funding resources. The grade level organizational structure locates 
Kindergarten through Grade Two at the Harry Lee Cole Elementary School and Grade Three 
through Grade Six at the Spofford Pond Elementary School. 


The Boxford School Committee continues to support effective utilization of the school plants for 
educational, cultural, and community-based activities. The Horizons Program co-sponsored by 
the School Committee and the Tri-Town Council on Youth and Family Services continues to 
offer enrichment courses during fall, winter and spring terms. An extended day care program, 
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for school-aged children, sponsored by the Merrimack Valley YMCA, is available to Boxford 
families. Utilizing the Cole School facility, more than fifty children are supervised in this 
important program either before or after school between the hours of 7:00 a.m. and 6:00 p.m. 
each school day. Boy Scouts, Cub Scouts, Brownies, recreational basketball for children and 
adults, and indoor soccer are only some of the regular weekly activities in our schools. Many 
town boards and committees also meet regularly in the school facilities. 


School Management 


Principals are responsible for the daily operation of each school. Each school has an Assistant 
Principal as well. The responsibilities of school-based administrators include curriculum 
implementation, instruction, personnel matters, student issues and the physical plant. School 
Councils are in place in each school. Members include the principal, parents (elected), teachers 
(elected), and a community member (appointed by the principal). The role of the School Council 
is to advise the principal on areas of school improvement. Meetings are generally held on the 
second Monday of each month and are open to the public. 


The Superintendent is appointed by the Tri-Town School Union Committee (Superintendency 
Union 58). The School Union Committee jointly employs the Superintendent (PK-6), Business 
Manager, Director of Special Education, and Director of Facilities and Operations as well as the 
secretarial and bookkeeping staff of the Central Office. The Superintendent acts as the Chief 
Executive Officer of the School Committee in the operation of the schools.

* An Integrated Pre-School program was established at Cole School in September, 1997. 
Seventy-seven students are enrolled in this program. These students are not included in the 1006 
official October 1, 2000 enrollment total. This is a self-sustaining program. 


Enrollment Growth 
The School Committee carefully monitors enrollment trends. Over the past ten years, our schools 
have grown by 325 students; a 48% increase. The School Committee carefully manages class 


size within Department of Education guidelines, budget parameters and available space in the 
schools. 
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Fiscal 


The budget development process is an extensive and involved task during which the Committee 
must make difficult decisions to bring into balance both the financial concerns of the community 
and elements of high quality, appropriate educational services. Increasing costs associated with 
increased enrollment, supplies and materials, school transportation, special education, building 
maintenance, and modest salary increases, must be addressed with consideration of uncertain 
fiscal support from the state. 


The School Department operating budget for the years 1999-2000 and 2000-2001 approved at 
the Annual Town Meeting are as shown:

Educational Reform 


Fourth Grade students participated in the third administration of the required Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment System (MCAS) in May. Students were tested in Mathematics, Science 
and Technology, and English Language Arts. Grade Five students participated in the field testing of 
a History and Social Studies examination. Students were asked to respond to both multiple choice 
and open-ended performance questions designed to measure mastery of learning standards contained 
in the State Curriculum Frameworks. Results for the first three years of the Grade 4 MCAS are 
presented in the tables below:

In terms of the Department of Education’s School Performance Rating system, Spofford Pond 
School Approached (2 out of 4) the overall improvement targets established by the state and 
earned a Moderate (4 out of 6) overall performance rating. Our goal continues to be to work to 
increase the performance of our students so that an increasing percentage score in the Proficient 
and Advanced categories. 


Curriculum Development 


The focus of curriculum development continues to be on aligning grade level instruction, 
assessment and content to the learning standards contained in the Massachusetts Curriculum 
Frameworks. Major emphasis this year has been placed on the second year implementation of a 
standard based Mathematics program in Grades K-S5 and the field testing of a new program in 
Grade 6. The introduction of Spanish language instruction has been extended into Grade 4. A 
second initiative has been to improve the instruction in English Language Arts through a 
systemic focus on writing across the curriculum. To assist in this effort, the School Committee 
established a second Curriculum Coordinator position to focus on English Language Arts and 
Social Studies. This new position has been used extensively to support teaching and learning in 
these two subject areas. The School Committee has supported the establishment of a new 
Teacher Assistant role in Grades 2-5 to support efforts to improve student learning in English 
and Mathematics. 


Professional Development 


All experienced educators with a Standard Teaching Certificate were required this past year to 
develop an Individual Professional Development Plan that outlines the activities in which they 
will engage for their professional development. These plans focus on the goals established in the 
school improvement and district plans. In addition to programs for experienced educators, a 
Mentor/Induction Program was established this year for new staff members. 


The Cole School Council Improvement Plan, the Spofford Pond School Council Improvement 
Plan and the District Strategic Plan each place a strong emphasis on professional development 
and training for staff, which focus upon identified curriculum and organizational priorities as 
well as the diverse learning needs of children. The primary areas of focus for 2000/2001 have 
included mathematics implementation, teaching in a standards based curriculum and assessment 
system, language arts, the diverse learning needs of children, writing across the curriculum, 
hands-on science, technology applications and integration, understanding teaching, and 
inclusion. Models for conducting professional development have included a combination of full 
day 
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professional development days, after school and weekend workshops, summer institutes, locally 
sponsored graduate courses, study groups, curriculum committees and a limited number of early 
release days offerings. The number of early release days for professional development has been > 
increased this year to six including several days with dismissal taking place without lunch being” 
served. 


The School Committee continues to provide incentives through tuition reimbursement programs - 
beyond the school day and school district. In addition, the application of available grant funds 
from the State Department of Education continues to be instrumental in creating opportunities 
for teachers and other staff to maintain and update their professional skills. The School 
Committee continues to believe that professional development for staff is an important 
investment that will result in improved learning opportunities for children. 


Special Needs Education 


School districts are mandated by state and federal laws to provide special education services to 
those students with a special need who require support in order to make effective educational 
progress and to ensure that these services occur in the least restrictive environment. 


As of May 2000, there were 143 special needs students in the Boxford Elementary Schools 
including thirty-five at Cole, eighty-four at Spofford Pond, six in out of district placements and 
nineteen preschoolers, eleven of whom are enrolled in the Boxford Integrated Preschool 
Program. The percentage of Boxford students (Kindergarten through 6th grade) receiving 
special education services is approximately 12.4%, which is significantly lower than the state 
average. 


The support offered to students in the Boxford schools ranges from monitoring of their progress 
in regular education classes and consulting with their regular education teachers, to direct 
instruction in all academic areas in the resource rooms. As a school system, Boxford is deeply 
committed to the philosophy of inclusion and continues to pursue effective ways of integrating 
all of our children into regular education programming. Towards this end a new position, Special 
Education Services Coordinator, has been established to help support the implementation of the 
most effective support program possible for children, teachers, and parents. 


Parent involvement in Special Education is strongly encouraged and always welcomed. 
Boxford, Topsfield and Middleton parents of special education students have joined together to 
form the Parent Advisory Council (PAC). The PAC meets regularly during the school year. It 
provides a venue for parents to discuss mutual concerns, sponsors interesting speakers, purchases 
enrichment materials, sponsors fundraisers, and provides input into the Special Education 
Department's programs and policies. 


Health Services 

Health services are an important facet of the school program. In the Boxford schools, health 
services are performed by Dr. Samuel Henck, School Physician; and School Nurses; Lynne 
Nechtem and Rosemary Smaha. The responsibilities of health personnel include: MA Vision 
Screenings, MA Hearing Screenings, Postural Screenings, Developmental Immunization and health 
record histories as well as seeing and treating children for illness and accidents and the 
administration of required medications.

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BOXFORD SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


This committee has been periodically meeting throughout the year to finalize the close out process 
for the renovations and additions at the Harry Lee Cole and Spofford Pond Schools. Having 
terminated the general contractor in mid-1998, the committee continues to work with Kopelman and 
Paige, P.C., Town Counsel and USF&G, the bonding company for the general contractor, to 
complete final accounting of this project. It is the goal of this committee to achieve project closeout 
by the summer of 2001. Having completed all punch list items in December of 1999, the committee 
continues to review “wish list” items submitted by the users of the school buildings. These requests 
are acted upon by the committee in order of need and available funds. Those funds are drawn from 
the contingency account of the project and if acted upon, have no cost impact to the Town of 
Boxford. For example, the committee has fulfilled requests to replace the Plexiglas windows at the 
Spofford Pond School and to provide new signage at the Spofford Pond School. 


This year, the Town began receiving estimated reimbursement payments for the Spofford Pond 
School portion of the project from the State School Building Assistance Bureau. An estimated 
payment is expected in 2001 for both the Spofford Pond and Harry Lee Cole Schools. In early 
2000, the Superintendent’s Office was directed by this committee to begin submission of all 
project records to the School Building Assistance Bureau for their standard audit. That 
submission has not yet occurred. Upon completion of the audit, actual reimbursement payments 
will begin for both schools. |

Introduction 


Masconomet’s future continues to be bright. The past year has been an exciting one as 
the school district experienced an unprecedented period of growth and expansion. While our 
student population continues to increase, a new Masconomet is rising around us. Present and 
future students will have a state of the art facility thanks to the vision and foresight of the Tri- 
Town Communities. We again thank you for your investment in the future of Masconomet. 


Highlights and Accomplishments 


At the time of this writing, the building project is proceeding on schedule. The new High 
School is scheduled to open in September 2001 and the Middle School opening is forecast for 
September 2002. High marks go to the administration and staff. Their jobs have become 
increasingly challenging as they strive to provide educational excellence and deal with the 
inconvenience and distraction of a major building project. The SBAB has recently released 
information that Masconomet moved from #132 to #40 on the reimbursement list. That means 
we may see state money as early as 2003 and most certainly by 2004. The Building Committee, 
under the direction of Rich O’Brien, continues to monitor the project diligently. 


Academically, our students continue to excel. Ninety-one percent of the Class of 2000 
are attending college, many at the finest institutions in the country. Furthermore, twenty-one 
members of the class of 2001 have been named Commended Students in the National Merit 
Scholarship Qualifying Tests. This is the highest number to earn this honor at Masconomet, and 
is an unusually high number of students for any high school. The staff continues to collaborate 
with the elementary schools to align the Curriculum Frameworks in order to improve 
Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment System (MCAS) scores. Recently released scores 
show Masconomet continues to be well above the state average in all areas in eighth and tenth 
grade testing. Per state guidelines, the Class of 2003 is the first class that must pass the Math 
and English portions of the MCAS to graduate. 


Vision and Commitment 
Last winter the School Committee revised its Vision Statement to read: 
Masconomet Regional School District provides a challenging and supportive educational 


environment 
for the entire school community that: 


® Maximizes opportunities for intellectual, personal and physical development 
* Encourages individuals to become contributing community members 
& Promotes learning as a life long pursuit 
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This statement, which continues to depict the educational needs and philosophies of the district, 
guides the Masconomet community as they create long and short term goals. A new initiative 
which is evolving is the creation of a House System for the High School. This system is part of a 
collaborative effort, staff, parents and students are creating an innovative ways to help make the 
school seem more personal as it continues to grow. Reflecting the concern of the School 
Committee and Administration for the overall development of students, an Athletic Task Force 
was to examine athletic offerings designed to meet the needs of all students.

Merger Study 


In the spring of last year, the Massachusetts Department of Education contracted with MGT of 
America Inc., to conduct a study regarding the possible merger of the Essex Agricultural & 
Technical School and the North Shore Technical High School. 


Upon completion of the study, MGT of America presented four options to the members of the 
Merger Study Committee. 


On October 4 the committee voted unanimously to choose the option of a merged vocational and 
agricultural school on the Essex Aggie campus. Following additional study, a proposal will be made 
to the Department of Education and the Merger Study Committee to fund a feasibility study that will 
ultimately design a state of the art educational program with appropriate facilities that meet the 
demands and needs of the students of this region. 


Administration 


The North Shore Regional Vocational School District Committee, comprised of one member 
appointed to represent each member community, is the governing body of the School District. 
The Superintendent-Director and the administrative team carry out the policies of the District 
School Committee and oversee the daily operation of the school. 


New England Association of Schools & Colleges, Inc., High School Accreditation 


The process of accreditation was begun by the completion of a self-study by the faculty and staff 
of North Shore Technical High School. In October, a visiting team from NEASC comprised of 
twenty-two members evaluated the school based upon this self-study and a three-day visit. The 
report of this visiting committee will be read and voted upon at the spring meeting of the 
NEASC. North Shore Technical High School has every reason to believe based upon the 
positive comments of the Chairperson of the Visiting Team that we will be recommended for 
accreditation at that meeting. The narrative report of the visiting committee was received in 
December and contained overwhelmingly positive comments. 


Enrollment 


Student enrollment as of October 1, 2000 was 444. Unfortunately, there continues to be a shortage 
of available space for classrooms. 
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Curriculum 


The new, modular ninth grade science program is in its second year of operation, and has been 
very successful in preparing students for the MCAS examination. The arrival of the modular 
classroom for Health Technology has allowed the ninth grade science program to move into a 
classroom specifically designed for this use, an event which will further enhance its 
effectiveness. 


We are offering an MCAS preparation class in mathematics for ninth grade students. 
The mathematics curriculum for next year has been upgraded by the elimination of general math 
in the ninth grade. Every ninth grade student will take mathematics on at least the level of Pre- 


Algebra, if not higher. 


Over the past three years, there has been gradual, incremental improvement in MCAS 
mathematics and science scores. 


Teachers in the English Department place heavy emphasis on MCAS prep in both ninth and 
tenth grade classes. At every grade level, college preparatory classes are offered for those 
students who may be interested in pursuing post secondary education. 


The reading program has recently acquired software for use with ESL students. 


In the social studies department Man in Society, a twelfth grade elective, is again being offered 
this year. 


MCAS Preparation 

For the 2000-01 school year, we are offering a 9"" grade MCAS preparatory class in the field of 
mathematics for some of our students. Next year, almost all the 9"" and 10" grade students will 
be enrolled in MCAS preparation classes. 

MCAS Summer Program — 2000 

Through the use of standardized scores, we invited sixty (60) current freshmen to participate in the 
MCAS remedial summer program. In math, 33.1% increased their scores; in English, 60% 


increased their scores. 


At the completion of the forty-eight hour, four-week course, the students evaluated their 
experiences. In general, these evaluations were very positive. 
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Spanish Language Program 


The 2000-01 school year saw the introduction of a Spanish language course. Currently, sixteen (16) 
ninth grade students are enrolled. Next year, we will be implementing a Spanish II class for those 
ninth graders who would like to continue in their studies. A Spanish I/II] combination class 1s 
being investigated for the future. The language course was implemented because of increased 
entrance requirements to the state colleges, which now call for two years of a high school foreign 


language. 

School Council 

The School Council made up of faculty members, parents, business people and a student, meets 
monthly with the principal. In addition to review of the budget, updating the handbook, the 


council advised the principal on the curriculum and other program changes. The School Council 
is working on Project Graduation for June 2001. 


Health Technology 

Health Tech now has a new portable classroom. The addition of the medical ethics component has 
created a wonderful opportunity for the students. A field trip has been scheduled to the Woburn 
courthouse to attend a trial; students will then participate in a moot court enacting a court trial 
involving medical ethics. 

Marketing 

The Marketing students are responsible for the North Shore Tech News, which involves filming the 
morning announcements to be aired during homeroom. Students continue to develop their 
leadership, management, office skills, interpersonal relations and their technological knowledge 
through daily “shop” assignments. 

Fashion Design 

Our Fashion Design program will be closed in January 2001. 

Carpentry/Masonry 


Several off-campus construction projects have been completed by the junior and senior 
carpenters and masons this fall. 


The carpentry crew has re-sided a residence on River Street in Danvers, constructed a single car 


garage on Fellows Street in Danvers, and will begin construction on a 24’ x 48’ garage/workshop 
on Bates Park Avenue in Beverly. 
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The masonry crews have completed 105' of retaining wall on Highland Avenue in Nahant, a 
block chimney in Beverly, two dugouts for Lynnfield High School, a concrete floor for the 
garage on Fellows Street in Danvers and are preparing to pour floors at the Middleton 
Department of Public Works garage for which they began construction last year. 


Information Systems Technology (formally Electronics/Computer Repair) 


Many changes have occurred in this shop over the past three years, and the process continues. 
Opportunities for students in the information technology field cannot be ignored; therefore 
curriculum changes have been made. The curriculum will primarily aim at having students attain 
A+ certification in computer repair and troubleshooting and CSNE certified in CISCO 
networking. The Cisco curriculum is an “online” program that is only available to schools that 
have had instructors trained by a Cisco Academy. We have two instructors with this training at 
the present time. The Information Systems Technology program was the recipient of an $80,000 
Perkins New Technology Grant. 


Technology 


An $80,000 Perkins “New Technology” grant was received to fund a “State of the Art” 
Networking Lab. A dedicated laboratory will be set-up in January/February with twenty (20) 
new computer workstations for networked curriculum and five (5) new computer workstations 
and support devices for a dedicated mini network for training purposes. North Shore Technical 
High School is a “Local Cisco Networking Academy” partnering with North Shore Community 
College and the Cisco Corporation; two of our staff members are certified instructors for the 
program. 


The schools web page (http://www.nsths.mec.edu)is updated daily. Staff training was provided 
in “Front Page” resulting in an increase in teachers using links through a home page to 
communicate assignments and streamline research. 


Special Education Department 
The total enrollment in special education for this year is 187 students, which is approximately 
43% of the students at North Shore Technical High School. The breakdown according to 
prototype is as follows: 

72% Classified as 502.2 Upto 25% of time in a separate program 

19% Classified as 502.3. Up to 25-60% of time in a separate program 

09% Classified as 502.4 Substantially separate program 
Athletic Department 


The press box was completed this fall and a sound system installed. It has been a great addition 
to the program and compliments abound from all visitors. 
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High Schools That Work 


During the summer of 2000, a team of four staff members attended a national conference in 
Nashville to investigate the High Schools That Work Program. Upon their return to North Shore 
Technical High School, they advised the administration to apply for a DOE grant to fund the 
program at the high school. Since that time, we have been awarded $20,000 to reward our 
efforts at implementing this initiative. 


The initiative is based on the belief that given the nght school environment students can learn 
complex academic and technical concepts. Its mission is to make high performance count for all 
students. Since this mission coincides with North Shore Tech’s goal to improve MCAS scores, the 
High Schools That Work Team believes the program will be very instrumental in helping students 
improve academically and vocationally. In the fall of 2000, North Shore Technical High School 
became a member of the HSTW network.

In 2000 The Department of Public works made it through the millennium, with a very big year. 
With help from state Rep. Brad Hill and many others the Middleton Rd Grant roadwork was 
completed successfully. Help from chapter 90 allocations we were able to reconstruct the King’s 
Forest part of town. Roadside brush cutting is still a big issue. The following is a summary of this 
year’s accomplishment. 


FULL DEPTH RECLAMATION: 
The following roads were crushed and graded with a Base coat of 2 '2” of dense binder.

SHOULDER WORK: 


It was a busy year for shoulder work with all the new paving. We backed up 17 liner miles of 
road. We plan to continue when the weather allows us to complete the remaining work. 


DRAINAGE: 


40” 12” double walled poly pipe was replaced at 13 King George Drive. 260’ of 12” double 
walled poly pipe were installed at the end of Trask road. 


CATCH BASINS: 


There were 804 catch basins cleaned. 
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STREET SIGNS: 

We replaced 9 stop signs, 8 street name signs, 7 speed limit signs and 27 regulatory signs. 
TREE WORK: 

With the help of outside contractors we removed 12 Maple,17 Oak and 8 Pine trees. 
ROAD LINE PAINTING: 


185,619 linear feet of yellow centerline and 213,734 linear feet of white fog lines, 71 stop bars 
and 6 cross walks were painted. 


WASTE OIL RECYCLED: 
We collected 1,938 gallons of waste oil and used it to heat the DPW Garage. 
PARKS AND GROUNDS: 


We have completed work on three of our new fields. Two softball fields at Johnson field and 
Chadwick three soccer field. Johnson field were played on and Chadwick will come on line this 
year, Our irrigation program along with air rating and fertilizer our fields are in great shape. This 
coming year we hope to focus on the town Buildings and complete Cargill softball fields. I would 
like to thank the volunteers from the garden club for their help, we do appreciate it. We are working 
on an adopt an Island program for local landscapers. 


SWEEPING: 
All roads and parking lots were swept in the spring. 
SNOW AND ICE: 


As in the recent years we did not get the big storms but we get many of the smaller ones, which 
is harder and means longer hours sanding. Some of the new equipment arrived that helped. Ice 
has been more in the weather forecasts than snow. We are always ready for the big one when 
and if it comes.

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BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health regulates private septic systems, food service establishments and waste 
disposal issues for horse stables; provides approvals for construction of private water supplies; 
manages operation and closure of the landfill, town trash collection, and hazardous waste 
collection day; funds elderly health care and immunization clinics; and handles issues of 
contagious and reportable disease. The board held 23 meetings in 2000 

To deal with these issues. 


SEPTIC SYSTEMS 
The Board of Health held 16 variance hearings on upgrades of failed septic systems. 


REGULATIONS 
Reserve Area Between Trenches: 
There shall be no reserve area between trenches (Effective October |, 2000) 


Impervious Barriers: 
A. Before any impervious barrier is approved, the design engineer must demonstrate that the lot 


meets Title V slope requirements for construction in fill for both the primary and reserve soil 
absorption systems. If the slope requirements cannot be met, then a concrete retaining wall 
will not be allowed. 

B. When a concrete retaining wall is proposed for new construction both the primary and 
reserve areas must be fully designed and no part of the construction of the primary system 
including the retaining wall shall interfere with the future use of the reserve area soil 
Absorption System (SAS) 

C. The bottom elevation of the footing of a concrete retaining wall must be at least one foot 
above the estimated high ground water table as tested in the area where the footing will be 
placed. 

D. When a concrete retaining wall is used. The orientation of the Soil Absorption System piping 
will be parallel to the retaining wall. 

E. The horizontal distance from the tow of the slope onthe down gradient side of a concrete 
retaining wall from a lot line shall be a minimum of the five feet. 

F. Any approval of a septic system with a concrete retaining wall shall be contingent upon no 
disturbance of soil within 200 feet of the proposed system. If the soils are disturbed be cuts 
of fills within 200 foot radius of the system, then the groundwater elevation and surface 
water drainage must be reevaluated prior to issuance of a Disposal Works Construction 
Permit (Effective October 1, 2000) 


Housing for the Elderly: 
The design flow for a single unit of housing for the elderly will be 150 gallons per day for any 


unit with two bedrooms or fewer and a total of five rooms or less. A larger elderly housing unit 
will have the design flow calculated in the same manner as a single-family dwelling. (Effective 
October 1, 2000) 
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WASTE 

Our current contract is with Waste Management from Londonderry, NH. They handle waste 
collection and the recyclables. The sticker price was set at $2 per trash barrel for 2000 with any 
short fall in funds coming out of property tax receipts. This plan was reviewed after one year to 
re-evaluate sticker prices and the tax receipt ratio. The sticker price was held at $2.00 per barrel 
for 2001. We sponsored the 13" Household Hazardous Waste Collection day at Masconomet in 
November 2000. 


LANDFILL 

Landfill closure activities progressed slowly during 2000. The perimeter fence was completed. 
The plowed access road and guardrail within the fence limits is expected to be completed in 
early 2001. The required landfill cap construction was completed ahead of schedule by 
approximately one month. It is anticipated that the entire project will be under budget by more 
than $200,000 at full completion (not including wetland remediation). 


A human health and ecological risk assessment of the impacted wetlands east of the landfill was 
completed and submitted to the Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection (DEP). A 
Corrective Action Alternatives Analysis (CAAA) addressing wetland remediation was completed 
and submitted to the DEP. We have received review comments on both documents and are preparing 
responses to both with assistance from our consultants. The recommended remedial action will be 
implemented after concurrence from DEP. This will bring the activities at the landfill to completion 
with the exception of post-closure monitoring. 


BOARD OF HEALTH MEMBERS AND STAFF 

The Board of Health employed Kendell Longo as Health Agent. As of April 2000 the Board of 
Health employed Roberta Cody as Administrative Assistant/Assistant Health Agent. 

Our meeting place is the Boxford Community Center on Middleton Road on the second and fourth

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INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 


The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Bureau of Animal Health, requires that each town 
appoint an Inspector who shall make regular and thorough inspection of each premises on which 
there are domestic animals, in accordance with M.G.L. Ch. 129 sec. 19. Such inspections are 
necessary to insure humane and proper care of all livestock, to guard against outbreaks of 
contagious diseases, and to provide a census of animals in the state. 


Summary of the 2000 inspections: 171 horses, 28 ponies, 9 miniature horses, 3 donkeys 47 goats, 27 
sheep, 20 head of cattle, 3 llamas, 7 alpacas, 2 emus, | fox. The town of Boxford requires Stable 
Licenses for all residents who keep horses on their property. Regulations and applications are 
available at the offices of the Health Agent. 


Under Massachusetts state law, all bites, whether caused by wild of domestic animals must be 
reported to the Animal Inspector. In 2000, 23 incidents involving domestic animals biting / 
scratching humans or domestic animals were reported. Ten day quarantines were completed 
without complications in all cases. Animal Inspectors are also required to investigate and issue 
quarantines in cases concerning possible rabies exposure to domestic animals. Forty three such 
cases were reported involving pet contact with a confirmed rabid animal, wounds of unknown 
origin, or exposure by proximity. All quarantines were completed without incident. Five 
additional cases had quarantines carrying over into 2001. Owners please keep all pets current on 
rabies vaccinations — it is very important for the safety of your pet and your family.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Boxford Conservation Commission is composed of seven volunteer members appointed by 
the Board of Selectmen for renewable three-year terms, and is supported by a full-time 
Administrator, a part-time Assistant Administrator, and a part-time Secretary. The Commission 
is responsible for administering the provisions of the Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act, 
M.G.L. Chapter 131, Section 40, and Regulations 310 C.M.R. 10.00, the Town of Boxford 
Wetlands Protection Bylaw, Chapter 192, and Regulations 10.00, and several other state and 
town laws, regulations, and policies. The Commission holds public meetings on the second and 
fourth Thursdays each month, plus occasional extra meetings on the third Thursday of certain 
months. Meetings begin at 7:30 p.m., and are held at the Boxford Community Center, 4 
Middleton Road. The Commission’s office is located at 200 Washington Street, and the 
telephone number is (978) 352-2538. 


There were a record total of 36 public meetings held by the Conservation Commission during 
2000, as well as numerous site walks at proposed project sites. This is a reflection both of the 
continuing large number of new development projects, primarily subdivisions and single family 
homes near wetlands, ponds, and streams, as well as projects accessory to existing dwellings 
near wetland areas. The number of Notices of Intent, which are requests for permits to conduct 
work within 100 feet of a wetland resource area or 200 feet of a perennial river or stream, 
increased substantially in 2000 compared to 1999. The number of Requests for a Determination 
of Applicability, which are requests for the Conservation Commission to determine whether 
proposed work requires the filing of a Notice of Intent, as well as Determinations of 
Applicability, decreased in 2000 compared to 1999. The number of other permit requests and 
issuances, as well as enforcement activities, were roughly equal to 1999 totals.

The Conservation Commission’s primary duties are reviewing and issuing wetlands-related 
permits and monitoring permitted land development activities, but the Commission also 
promotes the acquisition of land within Boxford for conservation purposes, and manages all land 
so acquired. In 2000, the town appropriated $250,000 for the Hebb family property located off 
Lake Shore Rd. This property also includes frontage on Johnson’s Pond. Although funds have 
been appropriated, the town is currently under negotiations with the owners and the actual 
purchase has not yet occurred. 


The Conservation Commission continues to work toward improving its management of land 
designated for conservation purposes in Boxford, which totals more than 550 acres. In 1999, the 
Commission, in cooperation with the Boxford Trails Association/Boxford Open Land Trust, hired a 
consulting forester to produce Forest Stewardship Plans for two properties formerly of the Lord 
family, (the Woodlot on Lawrence Road and the property south of Main Street) and the Lockwood 
Forest on Middleton Road. Drafts of Forest Stewardship Plans for all three parcels were completed 
in the fall of 1999, and final drafts were completed in 2000. The final version of the Lockwood 
Forest Management Plan was approved in 2000, while the plans for the former Lord family 
properties on Main Street and Lawrence Road are still under discussion for possible modification. 


A group of Boxford citizens interested in the management of conservation properties, called the 
Conservation Land Management Study Group, continues to provide useful suggestions to the 
Conservation Commission. In 2000, the Study Group provided management suggestions to the 
Conservation Commission on the Haynes Field (corner of Main St. and Middleton Rd.) and on 
the former Lord Christmas tree field on Main St. The Study Group meets periodically to discuss 
conservation land management. Anyone interested in joining the Study Group may contact the 
Conservation Commission office at 352-2538. 


Town Landfill 


The Conservation Commission continues to cooperate with the Board of Health, Board of 
Selectmen, and Department of Public Works in 2000 to resolve wetlands issues that remained to 
be resolved after the landfill was capped in 1999. In 2000, a consultant to the Board of Health 
(Menzie-Cura & Associates, a subcontractor to Weston and Sampson Engineers, Inc.) completed 
a human and ecological risk assessment of heavy metals contamination in the wetland bordering 
the landfill. The risk assessment concluded that, although arsenic is present in the wetland’s 
sediments, it is present in a form that is not dangerous to the ecology of the wetland. Based on 
this assessment, the Conservation Commission declined to require a removal of further wetland 
sediment (a quantity of sediment was removed from the wetland in 1999 adjacent to a storm 
water outfall pipe). 


The town also appropriated the sum of $22,000 to fund the construction of a 10,000 square foot 
wetland replication area at the municipal site. This replication area was required in order to 
replace a comparably-sized wetland that was filled by the town without legal authorization. It is 
anticipated that the wetland replication area will be constructed in the spring of 2001. 
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The Conservation Commission also worked with the Board of Health and Department of Public 
Works on developing a storm water master plan for the entire municipal site. Toward that end, 
meetings and site visits were held to review current conditions and develop strategies for dealing 
with current and future storm water in ways that will prevent erosion and sedimentation into the 
adjacent wetland. The Board of Health filed a draft Notice of Intent permit application with the 
Conservation Commission proposing a storm water master plan. This application is still open, 
pending additional information and review. As in previous years, the Conservation Commission 
looks forward to continuing cooperation on landfill-related issues with all relevant Town and 
State departments during 2001. 


Changes to the Wetlands Protection Bylaw 


The Boxford Wetlands Protection Bylaw, Chapter 192 of the Town Code, was modified in 2000. 
The changes consisted almost entirely of changes to definitions, including the definitions of 
Vernal Pool, Riverfront Area, Stream, and Pond. The other change explicitly authorized the 
Conservation Commission to include minimum setback distances in the Wetland Protection 
Bylaw Regulations. These changes were approved by the Attorney General of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts in 2000, and are now official. 


New Staff and Member Training 


In July, the Conservation Commission added Ms. Richelle Denney to its staff as Assistant 
Conservation Administrator. This part-time position was created by majority vote of Boxford’s 
citizens at both the spring 2000 Town Meeting and at the polls, where the necessary Proposition 
21/2 override ballot question also passed. The addition of the Assistant Administrator position 
has been critical in helping the Commission meet its obligations. Ms. Denney came to the 
Commission with four years of experience with the North Andover Conservation Commission, 
two as a Conservation Associate and two as its Conservation Administrator. She graduated from 
Fitchburg State College in 1995 with a B.S. degree in Biology. 


During 2000, Commission member Peter Delaney completed the 8-unit Fundamentals for 
Conservation Commissioners course offered by the Massachusetts Association of Conservation 
Commissions. He joined members Gerard Irmer and Lana Spillman as graduates of this 
important course. 


The Commission, along with the Massachusetts Office of Coastal Zone Management, also 
jointly sponsored and administered a series of soil evaluation training workshops for 
Conservation Commissioners, Conservation Administrators, and Health Agents in the region. 
The workshops, taught by renowned soil scientist Peter Fletcher, enhanced the abilities of 
numerous Conservation Commissioners, Administrators, and Health Agents in the area of 
determining wetland boundaries and seasonal high water elevations based on soil characteristics. 


The Conservation Commission lost a valued member in 2000: Linda Laderoute. Linda had been 
a member since 1994, and served as the Commission’s liaison to the Planning Board during most 
of that period. She resigned due to a move out of state. Her commitment and enthusiasm will be 
greatly missed. From February to June, Ms. Laderoute’s position was filled by Carol Bovest. 
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Unfortunately, personal time constraints made it impossible for Ms. Bovest to continue serving 
in that position, although the Commission hopes to have her back at some time in the future. 


In July, Julia Mathews of Townsend Farms Road joined the Commission as a voting member. 
Julia has a B.S. from Ohio State University in Nursing and worked for many years in intensive 
care units. She also worked as a National Sales Trainer at a medical electronics company and as 
a manager at a company specializing in open heart surgery equipment. More recently, Julia has 
worked at home in the raising of her two children and in town on various volunteer activities, 
including the Boy Scouts. Julia has already shown herself to be a valuable member of the 
Commission. 


Review of Proposed Natural Gas Pipeline 


In the fall of 2000, the Maritimes and Northeast Pipeline Company filed an application for a 
Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity with the Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission (FERC) seeking approval for a new 30 inch diameter natural gas pipeline on the 
North Shore. The new pipeline is proposed to originate at an existing pipeline in Methuen and 
then traverse Haverhill, Boxford, North Andover, Middleton, Danvers, Peabody, Salem, and 
Beverly, and then connect to a proposed undersea pipeline to Weymouth. In anticipation of this 
permit filing, the Board of Selectmen established the Boxford Pipeline Study Committee (BPSC) 
to review the pipeline proposal and recommend a course of action. Conservation Commission 
Chairman Gerard Irmer was appointed to the Committee, and Administrator Ken Pruitt was 
appointed as a liaison between the Committee and the Board of Selectmen. The BPSC 
recommended, among other things, to hire a professional consulting firm to review Maritimes 
and Northeast’s pipeline proposal and to represent Boxford’s interests before FERC and relevant 
state government agencies. A warrant article appropriating funds was passed at the fall Town 
Meeting, and Boxford hired Environmental Science Services, Inc. (ESS) of Wellesley, MA, to 
conduct the review. In December, ESS produced comment letters to FERC and to local agencies 
involved in reviewing the pipeline proposal that highlighted concerns Boxford had with the 
proposal. Members of the BPSC also presented these comments to FERC and other agencies at 
public hearings on the North Shore. In response, FERC required Maritimes and Northeast to 
provide additional information addressing many of Boxford’s concerns. The BPSC, along with 
the Board of Selectmen, will continue to review and critique Maritimes and Northeast’s pipeline 
proposal in 2001 to ensure that Boxford’s voice continues to be heard in the permit review 
process.

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PLANNING BOARD 


The level of building activity continued at “historical” normal levels with the construction of 42 
new houses in 2000. 


Subdivision Activity 


The Planning Board received 2 submissions for Preliminary Subdivisions and 3 submissions for 
Definitive Subdivisions in 2000: The Preliminary and Definitive Subdivision of Abbey Road 
adding 11 lots, The Definitive Subdivision on Dana Road adding 6 lots, the Definitive 
Subdivision on Johnson’s Pond adding 11 lots (2 are existing with 9 newly created) and the 
Definitive Subdivision of Lauren Woods adding 3 lots. 29 lots were proposed compared to 37 
lots in 1999. The Preliminary and Definitive Subdivision of Abbey Road was denied and the 
Johnson’s Pond Subdivision was withdrawn without prejudice. 


Approvals not Required 


A total of 8 lots were created under the process of “Approvals not Required” (ANR), whereby 
lots with sufficient frontage and which meet other conditions under the zoning bylaws are 
approved without having to go through the subdivision approval process. The total number of 
lots created through subdivisions and ANR’s was 14 compared to 48 lots created in 1999. 


Scenic Roads 


The Town voted many years ago to designate all roads, except for numbered highways, in 
Boxford as scenic roads. This allows the Planning Board to regulate tree cutting and 
removal/alteration of stonewalls on land that is the Town’s and which helps preserve the Town’s 
rural appearance. Nine public hearings were held for tree cutting and/or stonewall modification 
in 2000, including 1 hearing for a stonewall violation resulting in the application of a fine until 
action was taken to rectify the stonewall removal. 


Zoning Board of Appeals 

The Town’s Zoning Bylaw requires that the Planning Board make a recommendation to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals (ZBA) for each appeal, application or petition that comes before them. In order to 
represent the Planning Board’s recommended position on the matter, the Planning Board assigns a 
liaison to sit as a non-voting member during the ZBA hearings. 


Board Membership 


Boxford is a town of volunteers; many serve and few are paid. Accepting a role in Town 
government is not a modest undertaking and we are proud to present each member.

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ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Zoning Board of Appeals heard 38 new petitions in 2000. The applications that were filed 
with the board represented 25 special permits, 8 variances and 4 appeals of decisions made by 
the Inspector of Buildings, and 1 which was an extension, which was granted. 


Of the special permits, 16 were granted, 2 were withdrawn and at the date of this writing 7 are 
still pending. 


Of the variance filed for relief of a specific zoning issue, I was granted, 3 were denied and 3 
were withdrawn. There is still one variance petition pending before the board. 


Regarding appeals of decision by the Inspector of Buildings, 2 were granted, | was denied and | 
was withdrawn. | | 


The board met several times outside its normal month meeting to accommodate petitioners and 
to take site walks on specific issues. 


Court rulings are still pending on three cases before the board. One involves Gerald 
Nissenbaum’s appeal of the boards decision regarding Ingaldsby Farm Stand. The other one is 
regarding an appeal by John Sanidas which involves diminishing a lots size after it is already 
been developed and the third is an appeal involving a constructive approval which was filed by 
the petitioner Richard Arnone. 


The board is now meeting to review, update and rewrite its current rules and regulations as well 
as formulate and standardize conditions. 


Robert Clewell left his seat as chairman in May 2000 when he was elected as a member of the 
board of Selectmen. The board welcomed John Ferrante as an alternate member.

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BOXFORD CULTURAL ARTS COUNCIL 


The intent of the Massachusetts Cultural Council is to “stimulate and encourage the arts and 
humanities on the cultural level”. The MCC receives its funding from an annual state 
appropriation. The MCC’s total appropriation this year is 18.5 million; almost al of this is 
allocated to the LCC Program (the local cultural councils). Each year, the MCC distributes 
funds to LCCs; in turn, LCCs re-grant these funds to schools, organizations and individuals in 
their communities. This is done through direct grants to individuals and organizations. 


Boxford will receive $3,300.00 from the Massachusetts Cultural Council for the fiscal year 2001. 
The deadline to apply for this money was October 16, 2000. This council is responsible for 
setting the guidelines for the use of the funds and determining if allocations for funds comply 
with these guidelines.

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BOXFORD BAY CIRCUIT PROGRAM COMMITTEE 


The Bay Circuit Committee of Boxford has achieved the following in the year 2000: 


The Town of Boxford became a full member of the MVPC (Merrimac Valley Planning 
Commission) by Town Meeting vote. 


The MVPC meetings on trails, attended by Boxford Bay Circuit Committee members, 
focused on collaborations with neighboring communities on trail planning and mapping. 
Two sessions were held with Kristin Divris to GPS map trails in Wildcat Reservation and 
Barker Road Trail in West Boxford. More GPS mapping is planned. 


The entire Bay Circuit Trail in Boxford was checked, and necessary clearing and marking 
done as preparation for the annual Bay Circuit Trek. Charles Tracy, one time 
Appalachian Mountain Club consultant on trail marking, commented that Boxford had 
the best marked and cleared trails on the BCT Trek. 


A large crack in the sign/map in front of The Boxford Community Center was repaired 
by Dick Watson. 


Bay Circuit Trek 2000 was held Sept. 29 — Oct. 15. 


According to Alan French, the Bay Circuit Alliance Director, Trek 2000 accomplished its 
purpose: increasing public awareness of the Bay Circuit Trail, its nearness to reality, its 
beauty and historical significance and its importance for land protection. Six persons 
trekked the entire 210 miles in 17 days. Each day, 20 to 30 people joined these six happy 
trekkers. Channel 5 filmed three locations along the way for an “Evening Chronicle’ 
show that aired the day after the Trek finished in Newburyport. 


Friday, Oct. 13 was Boxford’s lucky day to host the Trek. At the Community Center, the 
Boxford Bay Circuit Committee hosted the trekkers with refreshments and a recognition 
presentation for Mel Prohl and Alan French. 


During the Oct.13 trek through Boxford, trekkers stopped to view Round Top Park, an historic 
military campground and the Harlan P. Kelsey Arboretum. Alice Holden spoke about the Round 
Top Park. Loren Wood gave a brief history on preserving the Kelsey Arboretum. 


The Committee wishes to thank Loren and Sally Wood for giving a Bay Circuit Trail Easement 
in the Harlan P. Kelsey Arboretum land and on their house lot. Work on cutting this trail along 
the perimeter of the Arboretum will be scheduled. 
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« The Nancy Merrill Trail, a side trail off the BCT in Lockwood Forest, was dedicated in 
August. Another side trail from the BCT through Cleaveland Farms State Forest will 
soon be preserved via BTA/BOLT's purchase of the Perkins Property. 


e 67 copies of the Bay Circuit Guide to Trails in Boxford were sold in 2000 and the 
committee is updating the book in preparation for publication of the Third Edition.

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CABLE TELEVISION ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


Year 2000 marked a rebirth of the Boxford Cable Committee. In late 1999 newcomers, Brad Sweet 
and Andy Teichner, joined long term committee member Joe Cameron, who has served since day 
one when the committee was formed in 1989. 


During the course of the year, public meetings were held at the Community Center on the 
following dates: March 3, April 13, May 18, June 26, August 2, September 6, October 18, and 
December 18. Minutes from those meeting are available via the internet at the following URL:

Issues of immediate concern to the Boxford Cable Committee were ongoing cable television 
related problems at Cole and Spofford Schools and the April 2000 move of the Public Access 
Studio from Masconomet to Beverly. The major long-term issues revolve around the upcoming 
cable television license renewal in 2004 and the recent mergers of Media One and AT&T and its 
influence on the day-to-day services provided to subscribers. 


In regards to the Elementary Schools, Andy Teichner worked closely with former Tri-Town 
School Union (TTSU) Facilities Manager, Kevin McGann, and current TTSU Facilities 
Manager, Tim Haskell, to identify and correct cable television related issues at both Cole and 
Spofford. Of primary importance was the incomplete installation of the head-end equipment at 
both schools. This was part of a previous renovation project. The installation of the head-end 
equipment is now complete at both schools and functions well. 


The other issue was hooking the new systems to the wiring at both schools. Spofford Pond 
School was particularly difficult, because there were several unmarked runs and some 
incomplete runs of cable television wires from previous renovation projects. Andy spent many 
hours over several days on a stepladder with his head in the ceiling tracing cables at both 
schools. Both Joe and Andy checked the system in the third, fourth and fifth grade wings 
classrooms at Spofford to ensure the system functioned correctly. The result of their efforts is 
that every elementary classroom in Cole now has access to MCET (Massachusetts C orporation 
for Educational Telecommunications) broadcasts. At Spofford Pond School, MCET is due to be 
installed once some outstanding interior cabling issues have been resolved. The sixth grade 
wing and the library wing at Spofford will be integrated into the AT&T Broadband cable 
television system by the end of March 2001. AT&T Broadband very generously provided free 
technical support and donated several cabling related components. In the future, the Boxford 
Cable Committee is committed to working with both schools to ensure that the teachers and 
students realize the full potential of the new cable television system. 


As part of the original cable contract, AT&T Broadband (formerly Media One, and formerly 
Continental Cablevision) set aside a fixed sum of monies to equip a studio for local public access 
at Masconomet Regional High School in Boxford. In April of 2000 the Public Access Studio at 
Masconomet was moved to the regional office of AT&T Broadband at Tozer Rd in Beverly, as a 
result of a vote by the Masconomet School Committee in mid 1999 due to a space crunch at 
Masco. Unfortunately, there were no other equivalent facilities available in Boxford. 
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On or about the same time as the studio move, AT&T merged with Media One to form AT&T 
Broadband. One of the immediate outcomes of this merger was the desire of AT&T Broadband 
to "return to the original concept of Public Access" whereby AT&T supplies the equipment / 
technical advice and the Town of Boxford provides the volunteers to tape meetings and other 
events of interest. As a result, funding for camera operators and routine setup of equipment by 
AT&T Broadband was terminated, effective April 2000. (Since that time, AT&T Broadband has 
agreed to continue to setup equipment for Selectman's Meetings.) 


The Commission has made improving public access to equipment and regular taping of 
government meetings a priority. 


During the next year, the licensing renewal process with AT&T Broadband will ramp up and this 
process will continue for a total of 3 years, as mandated by public law. During this time frame, 
the Boxford Cable Committee will survey the general public for their input in an effort to 
establish priorities and objectives.

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COMPUTER MANAGEMENT COMMITTEE 


Over the last year, the Computer Management Committee (CMC) continued to assist the Town 
with it’s computer needs, including the acquisition of new technology, on-going maintenance of 
the Town network, and the expansion of the network. The expansion of the network to additional 
Town facilities did not proceed as quickly as we had hoped due to far-reaching changes in the 
hardware suppliers market. The vendor originally selected to provide network equipment was 
acquired by another company, and then completely changed their product line. This forced a 
restart of the process, and caused lost time. However, we believed it was necessary to proceed 
with caution, since the hardware and software we select today will be with us for a long time. 


Whenever a member of the CMC visits a Town facility, the number one question usually 
involves Internet access. Internet access is a must for the Town, and would give the community 
an additional means of communication with Town government, and allow the Town to distribute 
useful items, such as forms, meeting schedules, meeting minutes, Warrant Articles, etc.. At this 
time, there is only one viable Internet provider, and we are working with that provider to connect 
the Town. 


Second to the Town’s Internet connection is a Town web site, which could serve many purposes, 
such as information dissemination, distribution of Town-related paperwork and forms, tax 
information, Department and Committee contact information, etc.. The CMC assisted the 
Selectmen by jump-starting the process, and the result is the formation of a committee dedicated 
to the creation and maintenance of a Town web site. 


The Committee has changed substantially over the last year, as well. The 4-person Committee 
has grown to five. And one long-standing member has left. Joe Sivak, after several years of 
excellent and appreciated service has retired from the Committee, and two new members, Kirk 
Jones and Randy Castle have joined us. Both gentlemen are knowledgeable and experienced and 
will be an asset to the Town.

COUNCIL ON AGING 


Our mission is to advocate for older adults, help meet their health, economic, social and cultural 
needs, encourage maximum independence and improve their quality of life. 


Once again, I would like to say Thank You to our Volunteers for working so hard for the 
Council. In the calendar year 2000, a total of 3,236 volunteer hours were delivered to the town 
and more than 87 men and women participated in this effort. Our Tax Assistance Program 
accrued 1,028 or more hours and allowed 29 participating seniors a tax break of up to $500 while 
working in capacities such as teacher's aide, clerical worker, receptionist, painter and office 
worker. We operate with a smail paid staff and a large corps of dedicated volunteers. 


Among the services the COA provides, the following are the most frequently used: 


MEALS ON WHEELS: This is a program that serves nutritious, hot meals to qualified seniors 
who have trouble getting their own meals. Our volunteers served 1,680 meals in 2000. 


SOCIAL MEALS SERVED AT THE CENTER: We serve congregate meals on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays from September through May. We served 1005 meals last year. We are still 
endeavoring to get a grant to allow us to serve at least one hot weekly meal in the summer 
months. 


CLINICS: Over 236 seniors participated in our free weekly blood-pressure clinics. We also 
offer flu and pneumonia clinics. Over 513 town residents participated in the free flu clinic. 


TRANSPORTATION: Our NEET program continues to provide transportation to doctor's 
appointments, hospital visits, and twice-monthly grocery shopping. Our volunteer drivers 
tirelessly and enthusiastically give their time to make this program possible. Seniors used this 
service 227 times in 2000. 


ASSISTANCE: We have trained personnel to assist in the following free services:

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SENIOR TAX ASSISTANCE PROGRAM: Our Tax Assistance Program is well established 
now and in 2000 we had 29 participants who worked 1028 hours in various town offices, schools 
and the school and town libraries. For the work they perform they receive up to $500 to be 
applied to their real estate taxes. The seniors who participate really enjoy their work and the 
town departments need their help. 


PROGRAMS AND CLASSES: We offered computer classes, exercise, line dancing, 
decoupage, bingo, stain glass, hiking, historic walks, Friendship Club, the Great Group, massage, 
the Wellness Clinic, Tai Chi and Reiki. We also had seminars about Social Security, Medicare, 
HMO’s, Operation Concern, tiie New Police Station, Changes in the Essex County Sheriffs 
Office, Opportunities for Volunteers, Health Care Changes, the State Pharmacy Program and 
Circuit Breaker Legislation. 


BULLETIN: This monthly publication is delivered to all Boxford seniors 60 and over. It 
includes a calendar of events, a list of upcoming trips and interesting articles like the following 
titles that we published last year: Senior News Events, Health Fairs, the Latest Scams, Free 
"Stuff" for Seniors, Are You Qualified for a Property Tax Abatement? Social Security Benefits, 
T Passes, Energy Assistance Programs, Senior Pharmacy Program, Seniors to College, Changes 
in Medicare Benefits, Fuel Assistance, Tax Incentive Programs, Vitamins and You, File of Life, 
Arthritis, Buying a Computer, Buses to Boston, Patient & Doctor Communication, Senior Sports 
& Fitness, Operation Concern for Boxford Seniors, Osteo Awareness, Motion Sickness, Poison 
Ivy, Sumac & Oak, Operation Concern, Homestead Protection for the Elderly and Disabled, 
How Safe are Sweeteners, Veterans Health Plans, Help Your Doctor Help You, Low Interest 
Loans, MBTA Passes and Lifeline/Personal Response Systems. We also inform seniors about 
the books and pamphlets that are available at the COA and sometimes, if we have space, a great 
fun article. 


SPECIAL EVENTS: Besides offering one low-cost trip a month, we have a St. Patrick's Day 
Party, a Summer Cookout and a party for Older Americans Day. 


TRIPS: We offered over 31 trips in 2000. 

GRANTS: We were awarded $5,385 in grants from Elder Services mostly to pay for a part- 
time social worker, dues and courses and we are endeavoring to get a grant for a senior summer 
lunch program. 

Although we are a small department with a small staff, we have accomplished much this year for 
Boxford's seniors and we would like to do more next year. Our volunteers enable us to do what 


we do. Working together we can accomplish our goals and make 2001 a terrific year.

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HISTORIC DISTRICTS/HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Boxford Historic Districts Commission was established in 1971. Our jurisdiction is the Boxford 
Village Historic District and the Howe Village Historic District. We follow the Massachusetts 
General Law C.40C., the purpose of which is to promote the distinctive characteristics of buildings 
and historic places, as they relate to and profile the history of the cities and towns of the 
Commonwealth. 


This year, in our continuing effort to make it easier for applicants to apply and go through the 
process of being granted a Certificate of Appropriateness, we have made some revisions to our 
Design Guidelines that are available at the Town Clerk's office. They have been sent to the real 
estate offices in Boxford and in the major markets surrounding the towns. The fee for 
applications is $10.00, payable to the town of Boxford. 


The commission agenda in 2000 included 28 Certificates of Appropriateness and 10 Certificates 
of Non-Applicability. We also continue to sponsor The Palmer School (Little Red Schoolhouse) 
and are looking into various community uses for the building, especially for the after school 
activities for youth groups. Two of our members currently serve on the Board of Directors of the 
Friends of the Little Red Schoolhouse. 


The Commission accepted with great regret the resignation of Susan Peterson. Susan has served on 
the Commission for twenty-eight years in many capacities, including Clerk and Chairman. We will 
miss her sense of history and her dedication to preserving the districts. 


The Historic Districts Commission meets monthly, on the fourth Wednesday at 7:30 PM in the 
Community Center. The purpose of the meetings is to hear and act on requests for Certificates of 
Appropriateness, Certificates of Non-Applicability, or Certificates of Hardship. We encourage 
and welcome all interested residents and guests attend.

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RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The year 2000 was an extremely busy one for the Recreation Committee. The baseball fields at 
Cargill Field were developed and irrigated and should be ready for Spring 2001. Johnson 
Baseball field was completely renovated and a new field at Johnson was also built. Chadwick 3 
Soccer field was finished and will be online for Fall 2001. 


Our fields have never been in better shape thanks to Peter Durkee’s (DPW) vigilance! Our 
Integrated Pest Management (IPM) is so successful Lari Hamel-Wolz has been appointed to a 
UMass Extension Turf IPM Project. UMass has also had her speak to several groups in the state 
on how to implement IPM in various Mass communities. 


BAA Enrollments: Stiles Pond Beach: 350 families; Baseball: 110; Basketball: 590, 70 teams, 
100 coaches; Soccer: 840, 62 teams; Men’s Softball: 180; Girls’ Softball: 75 


Gloria O’Leary, Director of the Council on Aging, suggested that the seniors needed a one mile 
path for walking. Jean Dewberry and Nancy Merrill worked with Gloria, senior citizens, Officer 
Peter Orlando and DPW director Dave Durkee to determine if this one mile walk could be laid 
out along the Boxford Village triangle. It was determined that Main Street is too narrow for a 
safe four foot wide walking path. As a result, Jean Dewberry has planned several walks from one 
mile to a mile and a half using the existing Boxford trail network and some road sections. She is 
drawing these short walks on a trail brochure that will be available in 2001. Every Tuesday 
morning, Jean Dewberry and Alison Chase lead walks in Boxford and in other public places. 
This group meets at the Community Center at 9:15 AM and return by Noon. All are welcome to 
join in these walks. 


Camp Steppingstone is in the process of implementing a gray water disposal system. 
Construction should be competed Fall 2001. Also planned is the addition of another camper’s 
structure. All costs are shared with the Greater Lawrence Educational Collaborative. The 
continuing improvements have enhanced the value and utility of the property and increased it’s 
functional use for our tenants, the Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts 

and Boxford residents. 


Many residents enjoyed the Fourth of July Parade and Festive Barbecue this year. There were 
many notable winners of our Parade including the Boxford Public Library for their momentous first 
place “Wild West” float, to the second place “Space ship” entered by Cub Scout Pack 57. The 
Library earned a trip to Putnam Pantry for a “Bunker Hill” for their efforts. The barbecue and games 
were an enormous SuCCess So join us next year!

The Boxford Athletic Association is a volunteer, non-profit organization established in 1960 to 

organize and administer sports and recreational activities for the Boxford community. All boys 
and girls, regardless of ability, are invited to participate in the different sports according to their 
various age groups. 


The primary goals of the BAA sports programs are: to encourage physical fitness, to teach 
individual sports skills, to give participants an opportunity to compete in a team sport, to 
encourage team cooperation, to create a spirit of sportsmanship and to have fun! 


Many things have changed in children’s sports in recent years. The Boxford Athletic 
Association is sensitive to these changes and has tried to adapt accordingly. We have increased 
communication to residents through our newsletter and through our website www.baasports.com 
We have adopted a Coaches Standards of Conduct, and, more recently, Parent & Player 
Standards of Conduct. We require all coaches/assistant coaches to undergo a background 
check, before working with our youth. We have instituted a grievance policy to follow, should 
you disagree with a decision made on behalf of you or your child. We have changed our age 
policy in soccer, allowing children, previously too young, to play with their grade peers if they 
wish. We have worked cooperatively with the Recreation Committee and the Department of 
Public Works to secure fields to play on for the increasing number of participants. 


Our programs include: 


Baseball — A spring sport serving approximately 450 youth ages 5-15. The program is divided 
into the following leagues: Farm, National, American and Babe Ruth. There is also a summer 
all-star program. , 


Basketball — This program is open to the youth of the tri-town area, grades 1-8. During the 
winter months, the 70 teams and 600 youth that participate, play in gyms across the tri-town 
area. The intramural program goals are, to encourage participation and develop basketball skills. 
The traveling program exists only for grade 5-8 and is a competitive one that requires try-outs. 
Non-competitive adult programs, for both men and women, are run weekly at Cole School. 


Stiles Pond Beach Program — A full-scale swim and recreation program is offered during the 
summer months at Stiles Pond. Membership is open to all Boxford residents. Guests are 
welcome for a nominal fee and Red Cross approved swim lessons are offered in July for an 
additional fee. 


The beach program offers a well-maintained sandy beach with Red Cross certified lifeguards and 
the cleanest fresh water pond in Eastern Massachusetts. There is a convenient full-service snack 
bar, which is open during prime hours. In addition, there are rest rooms, outdoor showers, a 
basketball court, volleyball court, playground area, picnic tables, docks, floats, canoes, 
paddleboats and kayaks. 
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RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


Our comprehensive Recycling Program in Boxford continues to flourish. In 2000 our town recycled 
48% of our trash. We successfully fulfilled the eligibility requirements for two more phases of the 
Municipal Recycling Incentive Program (MRIP) and received some reimbursement monies for our 
recycling tonnage. These monies are kept in the Recycling Revolving Account to offset our 
expenses at the Drop-Off Center. The charts on the following pages show what items can be 
recycled, how to prepare them, whether they are collected at the curb or at the Drop-Off Center and 
any fees. 


There is no direct cost to residents for the curbside collection of recyclables; the trash sticker fee 
covers this expense. However, there is a charge for some of the items at the Drop-Off Center, 15 
Spofford Road. Checks made out to the Town of Boxford as well as pre-bought $5 recycling 
tickets can be accepted weekly at the Drop-Off Center, but the recycling attendant can accept 
NO cash. 


Cooperative, successful, continuing events this past year included April Earth Day celebrations 
in conjunction with the Garden Club; our fourteenth annual household hazardous waste 
collection day with the towns of Topsfield and Middleton in November; and two furniture pick- 
ups through the Coalition for the Homeless and two computer drop-offs with the Recycling 
Committees in Middleton and Topsfield. 


To come into compliance with DEP motor oil regulations our Town DPW acquired containment 
barriers for our outdoor motor oil tanks, roofed over these barriers to keep out rain water and 
erected a chain-link fence to enclose the collection area. We have been able to finally find a 
motor oil recycling attendant to service our collection on the first Saturday of every month. 


Our Town continues to be part of a consortium working on acquiring a State grant to build a 
permanent Household Hazardous Waste site (off of Rt. 1 in Peabody) where our residents could 
drop off household hazardous materials 8 times a year versus our one day annual events. 


Due to the volatility of the textile market, our former textile vendor, Eco-Smith Recycler, can no 
longer pay us or even haul our textiles. The Salvation Army now collects our textiles for no 
charge, but for no income either. 


We had high hopes of relocating the Drop-Off Center this year, but we are still waiting on 
wetlands to be replicated and a site survey to be completed before we can petition DEP to move 
to a bigger, more user-friendly site with the long awaited “Take It or Leave It” Shed. 


Volunteers are the lifeblood of our town and the Recycling Committee is extremely gratified by 
the volunteer efforts of neighborhood groups, Scout troops, families and individuals who picked 
up litter and recyclables from roadways on Earth Day; and community residents and League of 
Women Voters members who helped out on Household Hazardous Waste Day. 


Our thanks, again, to the League of Women Voters for sponsoring E-CALL, the 24 hour ecology 

hotline that gives residents who call 1-800-800-6881 the how, what, when and where of 

recycling for our town. Remember to “Buy Recycled”: buying recycled products is critical to 

making recycling cost-effective for our town by creating markets for the materials we collect.

In 1946, Chapter 115 of the General Laws was passed by the General Court creating a 
Massachusetts Veterans’ Services Department and called for the establishment in every city, 
town, or district a Department of Veterans’ Services. The Department of Veterans’ Services is to 
advocate on behalf of all the Commonwealth’s veterans and provide them with quality support 
services and to direct an emergency financial assistance program for those veterans and their 
dependents who are in need of benefits and services. 


In 1946, the Selectmen of the Towns of North Andover and Boxford voted to form a district and 
appointed a District Director of Veterans’ Services to carry out the provisions of Chapter 115 of 
the General Laws. The Veterans Service Officer (VSO) is located on 3™ floor of the North 
Andover Town Hall.

HAWC'S SERVICES FOR BOXFORD 


2000 marked HAWC's 21st year as the only agency providing comprehensive domestic violence 
services to women from 23 North Shore cities and towns. From Saugus to Gloucester, HAWC 
(Help For Abused Women and Their Children) assists women with a range of services, 
including: a 24-hour hotline, emergency shelter, legal advocacy, counseling and support groups. 
We address the issue of teen dating violence through our school-based Teen REACH Project, 
and work to dispel myths about abuse through community presentations. 


Since our founding in 1979, HAWC has grown tremendously, in terms of programs and the 
number of women served. With the assistance of more than 100 trained volunteers, HAWC 
provided more than 12,500 points of service to battered women and 7,000 teenagers last year. 


Of the women served by HAWC in fiscal year 2000, 58 were from Boxford: 


e 14 Boxford women called HAWC's 24-hour hotline. The hotline is staffed by trained 
volunteers who provide information, advice, referral and assistance securing shelter for 
women in crisis. 


e 2 Boxford women took part in one of HAWC's weekly support groups. 


e 39 women from Boxford received individual counseling of the type not usually found in 
mental health settings, where therapists are not always knowledgeable about battering and 
may not recognize signs of domestic abuse. 


= 3 women from Boxford turned to HAWC's legal advocacy program for assistance in 
obtaining restraining orders. 


HAWC collaborates with many partners in helping women to break free from abuse. The 
religious community, colleges and universities, businesses, law enforcement, health care 
professionals, schools, city and town officials are all helping to raise awareness, end violence 
and assist victims. By coming together as a community, exchanging ideas, and coordinating 
efforts, we are taking significant steps to end violence against women.

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BOXFORD HISTORIC DOCUMENT CENTER 


The Boxford Historic Document Center was established by the Boxford Bicentennial 
Commission as an enduring legacy of the celebration of the Bicentennial of the American 
Revolution in 1976. It is run under the auspices of the Ingalls Memorial Library Association. 


One hundred, thirty-seven people visited the BHDC in 2000 for research or to look at exhibits 
relating to the history of Boxford's people and places. Other visitors toured the Parkhurst doll 
collection housed in the Doll House. We also answer numerous telephone and mail requests. 
Our researchers, many of whom are from Boxford, use family papers, books, maps, photographs, 
and microfilm of town records and local newspapers to study aspects of the town's history, often 
tracing a particular family or house. 


The Document Center was pleased to welcome Kathy Phillips as part of the staff this year. 
Kathy and Lu Gould, our much appreciated volunteer, have arranged, cataloged, and described 
several newly accessioned archival collections. 


To encourage the interest of townspeople in the Document Center, once again we had a table at 
the Apple Festival in September. Teachers from Masconomet visited the Document Center as 
part of an orientation tour of Boxford. Many photographs from the BHDC were included in a 
new book written by Brenda Moore Stickney and Martha Clark for the mages of America series 
published by Arcadia Publishing Company. Newspaper articles written about local history 
subjects frequently drew on the photographs and collections held by the Document Center. A 
number of scout groups toured the Center this year, studying old photographs and the 1776 scale 
model of the town, to understand how the town has developed and changed since it was 
incorporated in 1685. 


The Boxford Historic Document Center is open for researchers and visitors on Wednesdays, 9 to 
4, and during the evening, 7:30 to 9:30. We are also open the first two Saturdays of each month, 
from 10 until 3. Special appointments may be made with the archivist if these hours are not 
convenient. There are several exhibits for visitors to enjoy and a large scale model of the town 
as it appeared in 1776. Books about Boxford's history and houses are available for sale, along 
with sweatshirts and T-shirts, printed with the town seal.

WHO WE ARE 

The Tri-Town Council is a community service organization that helps young people and their 
families live healthier and safer lives. Unlike other counseling centers, the Tri-Town Council 
works exclusively with the needs of Tri-Town residents. 


Tri-Town residents founded this grassroots non-profit organization in 1972 to address concerns 
about drug and alcohol abuse by area youth. Since then, residents from Middleton, Boxford and 
Topsfield have steadfastly supported the Council’s programs and services. 


Tri-Town residents know that in an increasingly complex and fast paced world pressures build in 
all of us- children, adults, and families. Domestic violence, alcohol and other drug use, anxiety 
disorders, depression, or suicide can result from such pressures. 


The Tri-Town Council's primary mission is to educate and counsel people in an effort to prevent 
these unsafe, unhealthy, and sometimes tragic occurrences from ever happening. 


Our goal is to both anticipate and be responsive to community needs. Agency by-laws ensure 
close contact with tri-town residents’ concerns by mandating that our Board of Directors 
includes at least four volunteer representatives from each of the three towns. Boxford is well 
represented by Bernice Kehoe, Guy Simmons, Joe Kehoe, Elisabeth Meyer, and our student 
representative, Kara Mann. 


WHAT WE DO 
The Town of Boxford benefited from the following Tri-Town Council activities and programs 
over the past fiscal year: 


e Adjustment Counseling and Crisis Intervention services, which were provided by three 
full-time professional counselors at Masconomet Regional School. Every child from 
Boxford in grades seven through twelve received some form of direct service from these 
counselors either in one-on-one meetings, in groups, in the classroom, in an assembly, or 
through distributed materials. 


Tri-Town Counselors also work as needed with the families of the students they see. In 
addition, counselors attend case conferences, individual education plan meetings, emergency 
management meetings, health advisory committee meetings, Violence and Substance Abuse 
Prevention meetings, Students Against Destructive Decisions (SADD) meetings, and student 
orientation meetings. 
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Project Safety Net, which provided five types of services to Boxford residents: 


1. 24 hour, seven days a week telephone access to a counselor (978-771-4619), 
2. Parent information meetings, 

3. Counseling during school vacations, 

4. Sexual abuse survivor counseling, and 

5. School consultation and training. 


e HORIZONS, our popular after school enrichment program for Boxford's elementary school 
children is directed by Janet Gronneberg and offers upwards of 40 courses to choose from 
each semester. 


e The CARE committee is comprised of local residents who raise money for Sponsor-a-Family 
and Santa’s Helper programs. These programs contributed over $10,500 to needy area 
families and to Emmaus House, The Strongest Link, and other organizations that serve 
Boxford residents. 


e The D.A.S.H. (Disability Awareness Starts Here) program was welcomed under the Tri- 
Town Council umbrella of programs this year. D.A.S.H. is an important educational 
program, which uses 250 community volunteers a year to experientially teach second through 
fifth graders at the Cole and Spofford Pond Schools (as well as in Middleton and Topsfield 
schools) about physical and emotional disabilities. Barbara Chapman is Boxford's program 
director. 


e Tri-Town Teen Center, located at the Trinity Church in Topsfield, serves teens from all 
three towns. 


e The substance-free all-night Post-Prom Party, which was started six years ago in an effort 
to keep students safe on a very dangerous night, was attended by 125 students many of whom 
live in Boxford. 


e The substance-free all night Graduation Party, started twenty-nine years ago as one of the 
first of its kind in the country, was attended by 185 graduates. A third of its attendees live in 
Boxford. 


e <A Tri-Town Council Website, www.tritowncouncil.org, was established this year for the for 
the benefit of Boxford residents and others, with information, links, on-line counseling, and a 
local resource list. 


e A quarterly newsletter, The Reality Check, is distributed to our membership in Boxford. 
The newsletter contains information on topics of interest such as Domestic Violence, 
Dangerous Drugs, Drinking and Driving, and updates on Council activities. 


e An After school Activity Program at Masconomet (basketball, volleyball, tutoring, arts and 
crafts, and activities are being developed). 


Membership in the Rotary Club of Topsfield, Boxford, and Middleton, which has aided 
Topsfield students with scholarships and small grants, and has funded smoke detectors for 
elderly persons in need, Membership on the ABC Masconomet Board of Directors. 
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Presentations to all Masconomet students, in conjunction with the Health curriculum, on 
topics including dating violence, anger management, substance abuse/ drinking and driving, 
HIV/AIDS and other Sexually Transmitted Diseases (STDs), healthy relationships, etc. 


e In-service education to all Masconomet teachers on the effects of trauma on teens. 


e Sponsorship of the S.T.E.P. (Systematic Training for Effective Parenting), an eight-week 
course on parenting offered by Joan Wing, LICSW of Boxford. 


e Information, Consultation and Referral services through our administrative office (300+ 
calls). 


e Meeting with groups of students and individuals to discuss Violence, Intolerance, 
Substance Abuse, Healthy Relationships, and other topics of interest to teens. 


e Community Forums on topics of interest such as school safety and the dangers of drinking 
and driving. 


e Hosting the annual WORLD AIDS DAY Candlelight Vigil on December 1“. 


e Assisting with the Fall Foliage Classic Road Race, in conjunction with the Rotary Club of 
Topsfield, Boxford, and Middleton and the Topsfield Lions Club. 


e Contributed periodic newspaper articles on topics of local concern. 


e Active participation and leadership in Tri-Town working committees: In FY ’01, the 
Council was a member of the Health Advisory Council, The Massachusetts Council of 
Human Services Providers, the Substance Abuse and Violence Prevention Council, the Teen 
Center Advisory Council, the Post Prom and Graduation Party Committees, the Rotary Club 
of Topsfield, Boxford, and Middleton, the Middleton Board of Trade, the Community 
Collaborative Initiative (a troubleshooting committee organized by District Attorney Kevin 
M. Burke’s office designed to create and strengthen area resource networks), and the 
Massachusetts Bay United Way. We were also members of the Masconomet Assemblies 
Committee and the School Safety Task Force. 


OUR FUNDING 

The Town of Boxford allocated $23,135 or about $3 per resident in FY ’01 in support of the Tri- 
Town Council’s programs. This funding amounted to 8% of our total budget and was extremely 
important to the financial health of the Council. Altogether, the towns of Topsfield, Boxford, 
and Middleton accounted for 21% of the Council’s budget. Boxford’s share was based on a 3% 
percent increase over FY ’00. Contracted services with Masconomet Regional School District 
accounted for 50% of our budget. All other funds were acquired through fund-raising events, 
memberships, and private foundation grants. 


IN SUMMARY 

The Town of Boxford is well served by the Tri-Town Council. Residents receive a very good 
return for each dollar spent in support of our many services. Even so, the value of our primary 
service, which we call "Prevention", is difficult to measure. How does one calculate the dollar 
value of a life saved or of a tragedy that never occurs? 
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The Tri-Town Council is a frugal organization, which spends its money very carefully. 

e Community volunteers staff many of our projects, 

e Volunteers who serve as a board of directors oversee operations, 

e Our finances are reviewed by a certified public accountant and are independently audited 
each year, and 

e Our administrative overhead is kept very low, and 

e Our programs are run as efficiently as possible. By way of example, Project Safety Net, our 
new and extraordinary 24 hour, seven days a week professional coverage program, is run by 
the Council for $16,000 a year as compared to $50,000 in other organizations.
